The World hath been for ſeveral Ages, ſtock'd 

with Diſputes about the Original of the viru- 

lent Conorrhæa; or rather about the Original of 
the whole Lues Venerea, of which that is but 

a leſſer Degree. Each Nation diſowning the 
Babe, as Foreign, wou'd throw the rms, of 
its Birth on its Neighbour : Though I think 
they have all a pretty equal ſhare in the main- 
tenance of the Loathſome Off ſpring. They 
. 3 agree however, that it did not appear 

n Europe; at leaſt was not known to be the Diſ- 
eaſe it now is, till between the years 1430 and 

1500. The Generality of Authors who treat 
of this Diſeaſe, ſay, that in Reſpect to Us it 
isa New Diſtemper; but that, to the People of 

America, it is as Ancient as any other; and as 
common, in ſome Parts, as it is eaſy of Cure. 
Theſe ſay, that it rſt ſhewed it ſelf publick- 
ly in Europe amongſt the French Army, which 
as aſſembled againſt Alphonſus King of Naples, 
by Charles the VIIIth of France; and that the 
Spamards who were lately arrived with Chriſto- 
per Columbus from Florida in America, had 
brougnt it from thence, and carried it to the Ne- 
 apolitan Army, whither they were ſent. 
Ihere are E many Authors, who are of 
* quite different Opinions concerning the firſt 
Production of this Diſeaſe. Fracaſtorius in his 
* Poem on this Diſeaſe, very ingeniouly 
maintains, That it was not derived to Us from 
abroad, but from the very Air we Breath,

ſold it to the French; and that this Diſeaſe had 1 
its ſource from thence. Dr. Lifter ſays, | Thit 


it was brought into Europe by the Spaniaras trom 
America, and that it was 8 derived 
to the Natives of thoſe Iſlands from ſome Per- 


ſons who had been bitten by the Serpent 
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Jngnina;, his Reaſons are, becauſe the Fleſh of - 


it is prejudicial only to thoſe who either have 


or have had that Diſeaſe ; and becauſe (ſa Phe) 
| the Pudenda of either Sex are frequently affect 
with a fort of Criſtæ dentate, with which that 
K Serpents Body is almoſt intirely Circumſcribed. 
But methinks tlieſe great Men muſt needs have 


had too great a Fondneſs for their own Notions 


not to have been perſwaded upon the firſt 
Thought that the Conſequences of theſe Things, 
won'd be at moſt no other than the Production 
of Diſeaſes of the ſame Nature that the malign 


Humour, which was imparted to other Bodies, 


. partook of. And to affirm, “ as Sebaſtian A. 

guilamu, and ſome others amongſt the Ancients 

who endeavour to prove from Galen, Celſus, 

Avicen, Pliny, &c. that this Diſeaſe, (I mean 

' When it has proceeded to the PO; for I am 

now ſpeaking of the Lues venerea in general) 
is only a Species of Leproſy, and which is 
-learnedly confuted by T Ni 


cholas Leonicenus, 1s 
only an Argument that they either underſtand 
not, or at leaſt, have not conſider'd the Nature 
& ofcither Diſtemper; or took any Notice of the 
| e of each; how differently they affect 
the Patient. The Leproſy indeed hath not been 
known ſo frequent, ſincè the other hath been ſo 
well known; but I take that to have proceeded 
rather from the inadvertent Judgment of the 
Phyſitian (who. cures both by the ſame Method) 
than that ſuch Cales are not even in theſe days 
very frequent. But let us conſider farther, the 
Original of this Diſeaſe, | 
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meien the diſputes which have been 
carried on with ſo much heat amongſt the Na- 
tions of Europe, and the endeavours each hath 
made to clear its ſelf of being the firſt Broacher « 
of this Diſeaſe in Europe; I believe each Na- 
tion may lay as juſt a Claim as another, and that 
the Indians may be freed from the Scandal of 
ſendirig it amongſt Us, without laying the blame 
ever the more on our ſelves. For however Au- 
thors may differ amongſt themſelves as to the 
Original of it; how Recent ſoever they make 
it, and to what Cauſe ſoever ſome may have 
attributed it; nothing hath appeard plainer to 
my Underſtanding, or more Natural in it ſelf, ll 
than the Opinion of ſome few Authors, who WM 
affirm it to be a Diſeaſe as Ancient as Promiſ- 
cuous Copulation ; and that we have the Cauſe 
even in our ſelves. But becauſe this Opinion 
ſeems to Me, not to have met a Reception ſuit- 
able to the ſeeming Truth of ſuch a Propoſi - 
tion, I ſhall. endeaver to clear up this matter in 
as few Words as may be, from-Antiquity, from 
Experience, and from Reaſon. MR 
o look into Scripture for Proofs to ſuſtain Wl 
this Hypotheſis, may by ſome be thought not 
very proper; however I ſhall name but one 
Inſtance, tho there are many other that ſeem ' 
to favour this Opinion. David, tho' a. Good: | 
Man, and One after God's own Heart, yet had 
ſpent part of his Youth amongſt the Debauchees 
of the Age, and complains in his latter Years, 
That the Sins of his Youth were then heavy 
upon him. He deſcribes the Night Pains, the 
Ulcers, the Gonorrhæa (or Running of the Rems, _ 
as ſome call it) and other Symptoms of that

the Symptoms uſually found in the Pox, and 
leaves no room to doubt of its being that; but 
becauſe it was uſually accompanied, as he ſays, 
with an Ardent Fever, ( Which however is 
' ſometimes found in that Diſeaſe ) and becauſe. 
| he treats of it among Epidemick Diſeaſes, I 
ſay, that ſeems to Me to have been the only 
| Reaſon that the Generality of Commentators, 
and even Galen himſelf thro' miſtake, have de- 
| - termined it to have been a Deſcription of the 
Signs of a Furious Peſtilence which raged in - 
the time of Hippocrates. 3 5 
- Whoever Reflects on what Tacitus and Sueto- 
nius have Writ, of the Exceſs of Tiberius's De- 
| - bauches in the Iſle of Capreas, the Place of his 
Diverſions, will be very apt to conſent to my 
Opinion, that his Diſeaſe. was the Pox, and 
his Death occaſion'd by it. Suetonius indeed

why not formerly ? ) So that ſup 


poling Five 


or Six found Men to encounter with a Maid 
as Sound, and to repeat ghe Act with her divers 
r times, 
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times, it is certain that the Woman, and perha 

ſome or other of the Men wou'd Seas this | 
| Diſeaſe, Neither is this to be wonder'd at, that 
a matter ſo ſoft, ſo ſweet and refined as the Seed 
is, ſhou'd produce another Matter ſo Malign and 
Cor roſive, and fo alien even from its ſelf ; 


| When we conſider that each Man is of a different 
S Conſtitution from the reſt, and conſequently 


hath ſomething as different in his Seed; and 
when we likewiſe conſider that ſome of the 
| ſtrongeſt Cor roſives are form'd out of things that 
arein themſelves the moſt Mild and Innocent,by 
the Alteration of the Coheſion of their Parts. 
Beſides, it is very abſurd to imagine that every 
Woman who hath this Diſeaſe, gets it by lying 
with a Diſeaſed Man, ſince, beſides the care 
that the- generality of Men take to get them- 
ſelves Cured ſo ſoon as they find themſelves 
caught in the Snare, (one principal means of 
Which all the World knows to be the avoidin 
of all Commerce as well with ſound as unſoun 
Women) I ſay beſides that, the Care that the 
Women take to avoid all cauſe: of Infection 
makes very much for Me; I mean the greateſt 
part of the. Common Women, who will ſearch 
and examine ſtrictly the Per ſon they are toen- 
gage with, before they will venture in the En- 
counter, * But de Blegny hath made this matter 
unqueſtionable by a remarkable example of a 
| Young Girl, who was Debauch'd by Five or Six 
| Young Fellows, who frequently repeated the 
act with her. She found her (elf infected in 
a few days time; but the Men, who were 
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ſtrictiy 
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ſtrictly examin'd before a Magiſtrate, were all 
untainted and continued fo. 1 R 
From what has been ſaid, it appears I think 
pretty plain, and eaſy enough to be believed, 
that this Diſtemper had not its Original from 
any of thoſe Cauſes contended for by moſt 
Authors, who have writ on this Subject. And 
hope to make it yet plainer, that it has been 
in the World as long as mixt Congreſſes and 
Unnatural Debauches have been practiſed, i. e. 
that it is butlittle Younger than the World it 
ſelf, when JI come to conſider its Cauſe, Hows 
ever it be, Reafon ſpeaks loudly for Me. 
When we meditate on the uſual Courſe of Nas» 
ture, and the Wiſe Method of Providence, in 
diſpenſing particular Puniſhments for particular 
Offences ; how each Puniſhment is appropriated 
to the Offence, we can't believe. but that the 
ſame Providence hath taken Care to affix ſome 
Puniſhment, in all Ages, as well as now, agree _ 
able to the Nature of this Crime. And we may 
be aſſured of it when we in ſo many Places of 
Scripture ſee it ſpoken againſt with ſo much 
Vehemence, and the Offenders Threatened 2: 
with Temporal Puniſhments as well as Eternal.

THe Gonorrhœa which, as 1 ſaid before,! 
deſign to Treat of is the Virulent One, or 
Fhat which uſually precedes the Lues Venerea or

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I confeſs, or one Form under which it appears, 
| but the uſual Acceptation of that Word amongſt 

282 being when the Diſeaſe has proceeded 
farther than a Gonorrk@a, viz, when it is gotten 
into the Blood and produced other Effetts ;- [ 
ſhall content my ſelf with the uſe only of that 
Word Gonorrhæa, tho indeed they differ only in 
the major and minor. 

A Gonorrhæa then is a Virulent Malign Di- 
ſeaſe, Communicative or Contagious, gotten by 
| impure Coition; imparted either by a Woman 
or Man who already hath this Diſeaſe, or elſe 
| 1 by the mixture of divers Seeds in one 

atrix. This diſeaſe is widely different from a 
ſrmple Gonorrhæa. T hat is an involuntary effu- 
| fion of Seed only, either Crude or well digeft- 
ed, er from a Relaxation of the Semi- 

nal Veſſels, either thro' the Weakneſs or ill 
Conſtitution of the Patient, or thro' ſome ex- 
| ternal Accident, viz. carrying Heavy Burthens, 

Bruiſes on the Privities, &c. Neither is this 

Malignant like the Venereal One, but is often 
Died withorr the Aſfiſtance of any External or 
Internal Application; or if not, it may be ſoon 
effected by the help of moderate Aſtringent Re: 
medies, But it is much otherwiſe - with the 
Wenereal Goncrrk&ea: Thatincreaſes in Strength 
, continually, and each Days neglect, _=_ the 

Malignity opportunity of exerting and ſpread- 

ing its ſelf, till the Diſeaſe from a particular 
One, hath proceeded: to infect the whole Blocd 
and become Univerſal, There is likewiſe this 
difference between theſe two Diſeaſes, that the 
matter which proceeds from a Simple Gonorrkea 
being only Seed, is of the uſual Colour of the 

Seed, or at leaſt very little.differing 3 .

whereas that of the Yenereal One is, ſometimes 
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Yellow, at other times Greenifh and Feetid, 
ſhewing it ſelf to be an unconcocted Matter, 


and by its Acrimony it Corrodes and Exulcerates 
the Urinary Paſſage, and cauſes painful Erecti- 


ons. 


There is another Diſeaſe which is more like 
a Venereal Gonorrhea than the. former, but is 


not it: It is call'd by the French, Chaude Piſſe, 
from the Painful Heat in making Water; but 


that being only a Symptom which is common 
to the Venereal Gonorrhaa as well as to it, I 


think, it does not expreſs the Diſeaſe ſufficient» 


ly, But I ſhall not contend about Words. 
This proceeds either from External or Internal 
Cauſes, whereby the Glandule mucoſe becoming 
inflam d, ſpue out the Matter (Which by Na- 
ture they are deſtin'd to ſeparate for the l 
the Urethra) in too large quantity. The Mat- 


ter of this Diſeaſe is aqueous and clear like the 


White of an Egg; but if neglected it becomes 
ſharp and Corrofive, and degenerates into a 
Matter of a Greeniſh and Yellow Colour; and 
all the other Symptoms of a Venereal Gonorhea

with, or than Wounds or other Accidents are,

as I ſhall ſhew more at large in the next Chapter. 

| ſhall now ſay ſomething as to the Opinions 
of Authors concerning the Seat of a Gonorrhæa vi- 
rulenta in Women, they having labour'd hard to 
fix that too to ſome particular Part. But their 
Opinions being not very different, I ſhall name 
only two or e of em. * Fernelius' imagins, 
that the Seat of this Diſeaſe in Women is (as in 
Men) in the Seminal Veſſells, as indeed did 
moſt of the Ancients; meaning thoſe Glands 
which emit a crude, watery and thin Matter 
for the Lubrication of the Vagina. But becauſe 
\ the Structure of the Genital Parts in Women was 
but obſcurely known to Anatomiſts in thoſe 
Days, and the Method of Generation altogether 
unknown: I ſtall produce only an Author or 
two who have written long ſince the diſcoveries 
in that Affair were made by our moſt ingenious 
and indefatigable Countryman Dr. Harvey ; to 
whom the World is more indebted for his Diſ- 
covery of the Circulation of the Blood, and the 
Method of Generation, than to all the Anato+ 
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miſts that went bein or have been ſince him: 
For the odneſs of the Thought I ſhall quote Dr. 
Wharton , in his Chapter de Proftatis, © Wo- 
= men, ſays he, tho' they are deſtitute of Glay- 
? Proftate may however be affected with 


4a Gonorrhea, which without doubt in them 


proceeds from their Teſticles, ſince they want 
other Organs neceſſary for the forming of 


W © Seed. This Gonorrhea ſometimes continues 


4 fo. long on them, that it at laſt degenerates in 
Aa Fluor Albus, the ſtrength of the Teſticles 
[ being entirely enervated. This was indeed 
the Opinien of ſome of the Ancients too, but 
that it is not ſo, the very Structure of the Parts 
demonſtrate. But they imagining ſome Paſſages: 
to be open from the Vagina into the Teſticles, . 
(or as they are more properly call'd now Ovaria) 
they fix'd. this Diſeaſe to thoſe, ſuppoſing the 
Matter to be carried thither by thoſe imagina- 
ry Ducts: But with how little Reaſon ſhall be - 
ſhown by and. by... I ſhall mention but one Opi- 
nion more, and that is of de Blegny. tA Viru- 
lent Gonorrhea in Women hath its proper Seat, 


and indeed it can be no whereelſe, ſays he, than 


in the Womb, and brings many Arguments to 


confirm that Hypotheſis z which, how valid they 
are, ſhall beſhown in the next Chapter. 


I have been hitherto relating the Opinions of 
the Ancient and Modern Authors concerning the 
Seat of this Diſeaſe, both in Women and Men; 
and it may be obſerved that their Aceounts are 
very diſagreeing: One will have it in the Para-

ſciculæ Seminales, In Women, one will have it 
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in the Teſticles or Ovaria themſelves, how im- 


poſſible ſoever, another in the Glands of the 
Cervix Uteri (Which is that narrow Paſſage 
which joins the Uterus and Vagina together; 
another in the Vterus it ſelf, Before I go on to 
endeavour to reconcile all theſe Differences, 1 
ſhall firſt explain what I mean by thoſe 'Termg, -

form d by Dilatations of the Vaſa deferenti; (by 
which the Seed is brought into em.) They can 
be compared to nothing better than to a Bunch of 
Grapes; or indeed they are not much unlike the 
Cavuies in which the Grains of a Pomegranate 
are contained: Their Uſe is to be a Repoſitary 
of the Seed when tis ſufficiently elaborated by 
the Teſticles and Par aſtatæ, and to throw it out 
into the Urethra in the time of Copulation thro! 
little Paſſages; at the Mouth of which are plac'd 
Caruncles of fleſhy Excreſceacies, Which ſerye 
as Valves, and permit the Seed to flow ot, but 
prevent the Urine as it paſſes, or any other thing 
rom entring in. Ihe Proftate are two Glands, 
ſeated at the Root of the Penis, near the Veſciculaæ 
Seminales, at each ſide of the Neck, and above 
the Sphincter Muſcle of the Bladder. They are 
of the bignels of a Wallnut, of a ſpongious Sub- 
ſtance, but more hard and white than other 
Glands: They are open into the Urethra by 
means of ſeveral minute Ducts.

as I propoſe in the Title. But that this Method 
may not meet with the Fate that new Projects 
often do, I-ſhall in the following Sheets make it 
very apparent, that there is more than a Proba- 
bility that this may be 28 by giving a fair 
account of the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe, and of the Na.

Further Conſiderations concerning the Seat of a 
Virulent Gonorrhœa. 


JN the laft Chapter I ſamam'd up the different 
Opinions both of Ancient and Modern Au- 
thors concerning the Seat of a Gonorrhga viru- 
lenta, by which we may eaſily be convinc'd, that 
they were not themſelves enough infor m'd in 
that Matter, to be able to give ſatisfactory In- 
ſtructions to others who are inquiſitive in this 
part &F Knowledge. And had not the Anato- 
mical World in theſe latter Vears been indefati- 
gable in the purſuit of farther Diſcoveries, we 
might have ſet down to this Day by the glim- 
mering Lights of the old Anatomiſts, and ſa- 
tisfy our ſelves with their crude Gueſſes in this 
and many other Matters. I would not be 
thought therefore to deſpiſe thoſe Writers, or 
to have a contemptible Opinion of their Labours. 
No, 'tis indeed much otherwiſe with Me ; and 
4 N NE con- 
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confeſs my ſelf to have all the Reſpect and Ve- 
neration for their Memory that can poſſibly be 
their due; owning my ſelf to be infinitely more 
obliged to them for the Knowledge I have in the 
Theory of my Profeſſion, than Jam to the Mo- 
dern Writers. 1 deſign not to detract from ei- 
ther, but profeſs my ſelf to be an implicite Be- 
liever of whatever the Ancients have deliever'd, 
till my own Reaſon, or the better Judgment ot 
another hath diſcover'd them to be in an Error. 
For [ am not of their Party who reje& every 
thing that hath been deliver'd by the Ancients, 
and that for noother Reafon, but becauſe it is 
Antique, and greedily ſwallow every thing that 
favours of a Modern Diſcovery; or of theirs who 
adhere ſtrenuouſly to the Ancients, and are fo 
bigotted to Hippocrates and Galen, that they 
will believe _— but what they find confirm'd 
by one or other of them; but I chuſe rather to 
examine the Caſe impartially, and to believe or 
disbelieve according as the Matter appears Con- 
ſonant or Contradictory to my own- Reaſon, 
without ever conſidering whether deliver'd by 
an Ancient or a Modern Writer. I beg pardon 
for this Digreſſion, and I ſhall now proceed to 
give an account of the true Seat of this Diſeaſe. 
This Diſeaſe then is not confin'd to the ſame 
Feat in every Patient, but may be fix d ſometimes 
in one, and ſometimes in another part of the U- 
rethra. It ſometimes: happens in the middle of it; 
never in the Proſtate, Veſciculs Seminales, or in 
the Paraſtatæ of Men, or the Teſticles of Wo- 
men; but it is to be found for the moſt part on 
the Months or Oſtiola of the Glandule Mucoſe of 
Men (as they are call'd by Mr. Comper who firſt 
found them), or near 3 the Vrethhra. Which

and not yet very well known, I ſhall tranſcribe 
from Dr. Drake * what he ſays of em. They

bout half an Inch, they begin to grow leſs, 

« and piercing that Membrane obliquely, open 

& into the Vrethra by two diſtin Orifices juſt 

below its bending, under the Offa Pubis in 
& Perinzo,, Where they diſcharge a tranſparent 
& viſcous Liquor, The third Mucous Gland is a 
« {mall Conglobate one leſs than the former, and 
& js ſituated about the Angle of Flexure of the 
% Drethra, under the Ofſa Pubis, in the Peri- 
% 24um near the Anus. It hath two Excretory 
ce Dutts which enter the Urethra — a- 
& bout a quarter of an Inch below the Oritices 
« of the two former, and cg a Liquor 
& like theirs both in Colour and Conſiſtence. Dr. 
Drake aſligns the ſame Uſe to the Liquor that 
theſe Glands ſeparate, as other Authors do to 
the Liquor diſc rged by the Proſtatæ, which 
may be ſeen in the Chapter beforegoing, vix. 
to lubricate the Pipe of the Urethra, and there- 
by to facilitate the emiſſion of the Seed, and 
render it more vigorous and projectile ;, becauſe 
fo viſcid a Liquor as the Semen is, would be apt 
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to adhere, and by that means its Projection be 
obſtructed, | Ee | X 

The Notion of the Seat of an inveterateGleet, 


proceeding from a Venereal Ulcer, being hinted _ 
Mr. Cowper to be upon the Oſtiola or Caruncle 
of ſome of theſe Glands, an opportunity pre- 
ſented its ſelf to Dr. Drake (as he ſays in his A- 
natony) to examine into the certainty of that 
Opinion, in a Servant of his who died, and had 
been many Years troubled with an obſtinate 
Gleet. In him they found that that Caruncle 
which ſhould have cloſed the Duct of the Mucous⸗ 
Gland on the left fide, had been eroded by an 
Ulcer, and the Orifice of that, and of the left 
Duct of the ſingle Mucous Gland, laid into one. 
Theſe Glands were very ſagaciouſly judged by 
Mr. Cowper to be the moſt uſual Seat of a Gonor- 
rhæa, becauſe they open into the middle of the 


Direthra, having little Caruncles to which the 


Venereal Malignity will very readily adhere. 
But to prove this a little farther, I ſhall name 
another Inſtance of a Venereal Ulcer found in 
thoſe Glands, © An ingenious Friend of mine, 
* and one very ſtudious in Anatomy, having 
« gotten the Body of a Criminal, whom he 
* choſe for the ſame Reaſon of diſſecting his 
* Penis, having had bim a Patient ſome Years 
* before for the Diſeaſe, He found the Carun- 
cles of the ſingle Gland, and of one of the Pair, 
© near-gone, but the remainder cover'd with a 
pretty firm Cicatrix; the.Caruncle of the other 
* was Whole: He likewiſe found in the Urethra 
* near the Caruncles that had been affected, 


* two hollow but firm Cicatrices, which he ſup-

it is that That purulent Matter enters the Ure- I} 
thra, and why it ſhould fix it ſelf on the Oftiola - 
of thoſe Glands, or in ſome other Part near em, 
rather than in any of thoſe where the Ancients 
ſurmiſed its ſeat to be. To make this as clear 
as we can, we muſt ſuppoſe a Woman to be 
Clapt; that is, to have ſuch Venereal Ulcers 
in the Vagina, the Cervix Uteri, or the Uterus 
its ſelf, as are ſufficient to emit a quantity of 
Matter; and that ſome of this Matter lies in the 
Vagina: We muft then ſuppoſe a Man to be en- 
aged with her in the Act of Copulation. His 
5e is then diſtended with Blood, and by the 
aſſiſtance of the Friction grows hot with it; the 
Air within the Urethra is rarefied, and the 
whole Tube of that Urinary Paſſage becomes 
like a Syringe when its Ezibolus is drawn up ; 
but this is more remarkably ſo as ſoon as the 
Perſon hath ejected his Semen, for then that lit» 
tle Air that remain'd in the Urethra is thrown 
out with it; but immediately ruſhes in again 
more forcibly qua data porta, and carries ſome 
Portion of the virulent Matter lying in the Va. 
oy along with it. The weakneſs of the expan- 
d Air will not permit it to carry a great quan- 
tity of the Matter with it; neither hath it 
force enough to carry the little it does the whole 
length of the Urethra, but ſoon drops it in one or 
other part of it. It may poſſibly happen that the 
Air may drive it with a force ſufficient to be car- 
ried a greater length than to thoſe Glands, and 
= not go beyond them, becauſe their Mouths -Wſ 

by Which they open into the Urethra, having 
Ws : Caruncles 


of thoſe Parts where the 
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Caruncles or little fleſhy riſings affix'd to %m; 
they by that ſituation break the Force by which 
the Matter is impell'd, and give it a liberty of 
affixing it ſelf to them , by ſtopping it in its 
Career, To imagine, as ſome have done, that 
the ſubtilty of this Humour is ſuch, that it pe- 
netrates the. Pores of the Glans or Nut in the 
time of Copulation (when indeed they are very 
much diſtended and open) and that it ſearches 
out and finds its way to the Proftate, is ſuch a 
= ble Miſtake, that any one who hath but the 
leaſt glimmering Light in Anatomy, is preſently 
ſenſible of the Error. That Hypothelis gives to 
the Matter a Senſe of judging which Place it 
ſhall take up its Abode in, and I'll aſſure you it 
muſt be very cunning to find its way through 
the Glans, and by the _ of the Penis, to any 
ncients had fix d the 

Diſeaſe; becauſe tis certain there is not one 
Vein (that might ſerve it as a Clue) that leads 
from the Glaus to any of thoſe Parts. If it was 
really ſo, that by its Subtilty it ſnould paſs the 
Pores of the Glans, the Conſequence then would 
not be what we find now, a Gonorrhea ; but the 
Patient would be Pox'd from the beginning. Be- 
ſides, we often find on the Glans and Prepuce little 
Ulcuſeula or Shankers, which happen when any of 
the Matter falls upon thoſe Parts, or it inſinuates 
its ſelf by degrees into the Pores of the Skin, 
and corrodes by its aculeated Particles the tender 
Fibrills of thoſe thin Membranes; but does not 
paſs into the Blood Veſſels till it has form'd a 
deep Ulcer, And thus we find Venereal Ulcers 
ſometimes in the Lips; when any of that Pocky 

Matter hath been communicated to em, ei T 


620 be 
by Kiſſing, or ſome other way; for it being too. 
groſs to paſs the Pores 5 muſt corrode the 


Skin and form an Ulcer before it can enter the 
Blood. Thus then it is, it enters the Urethra 
inſtantly after the Semen is ejected out of it, and 
as I faid above, moſt commonly fixes its ſelf on 
the Caruncles of the Glanduls Mucoſæ; or if 
not on them, on the Body of the Urethra near 
them, and the Reaſon I give is, becauſe tis al- 
moſt impoſſible there ſhould be force enough to 


drive it beyond the Angle of , Flexure Which 


the Urethra makes, and about which the Glandule 
Mucoſæ are placed, ſo as that it ſnould be car- 
ried to the Veſciculæ Seminales, or Proſtata. For 
that Angle of Heure will be a ſtill greater Obs 
ſtacle to the Courſe of the Virulent Matter, than 
even thoſe Caruncles which I mention'd before 


as the thing that would chiefly obſtruct it in its 


Paſſage, But I'll grant that it __y be, that by 
ſome extraordinary Accident this V iralent Mats 


ter may fix its ſelf on the Valves or Caruncles ! 
which are placed at the opening of the Dutts of 


the Proftate ;, and what then? Why then it may 
be fix d on thoſe Caruncles; but I don't grant 
therefore that it may be fix'd in the Proftate 
themſelves, which are at ſome diſtance from 
thoſe Caruncles, and the Humour muſt have 


form'd a very large Ulcer before it can come to 


them, and muſt have gotten into the Blood long 


before; and then the moſt diſtant Parts of the. Wi 
Body may be equally infected; for thoſe Valves Wl 


tho' they will ſuffer the Liquor which they ſepa- 
rate to paſs thro em as Mercury or Vuickfilver is 
ſrain'd thro Leather, yet will they not admit any 
Liquor to paſs thro' thoſe Tubes into the Proftate 

back again. Or Il grant that it may be fix d 2 
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the Valves of the Veſciculæ Seminales, but then 

there's the ſame W r na0g its being in the 
© 


Veſcicula Seminales themſelves, till the Diſeaſe 
hath proceeded to a Pox, It may, I'll grant 

Corrode and Ulcerate thoſe Valves quite off, an 

then there will be a conſtant Effuſion of pure 
Seed, which is a Caſe fo very rare, that I con- 
feſs J have never ſeen it. 1 ſhall next conſider 
whether it can be fix'd in the Paraftate. . But 
this is readily anſwer'd by ſaying, that they lie 
at a ftill greater diſtance from the Urethra than 
the other, and the Humour muſt not only paſs 
by the Urethra through the Valves into the Veſs 
ciculæ Seminales (which is contrary to the Action 
of thoſe Valves) but it muſt likewiſe take a long 
Courſe through them and the Vs deferens, be- 
fore it can poſſibly come at the Paraſtatæ. If 
they admit that the Virulent Humour may paſs 
the Pores of the Glans in the time of Copulation, 
yet then the Paraſtatæ cannot be affected by it, 
till the whole Mais of Blood is, (and then every 
Part is fo) becauſe, as I ſaid before, the Veins do 


got take their Courſe to them. 


The Seat then of this Diſeaſe, a Venereal G 
norrhæa or Clap in Men, is not in any one or all 
of thoſe Parts aſſign'd to it by the Ancients as its 


| Place of Reſidence; but by what has been ſaid 


it appears manifeſtly, that the true Seat of it is 
the Urethra; that it may happen in any Part 
of that, but that it moſt commonly fixes it ſelf 
either in the Oftiola of the Glandulæ Mucoſæ, or 
ſome where near them. It likewiſe is plain, that 
this Diſeaſe, when it firſt appears, and a confider- 
able time afterwards, is purely local, that the 
Blood is untainted, and not at all concern'd in it 
at that time, and that while it continues ſo it my

be healed as other common Ulcers are, by Ex. 
ternal Applications, provided there can be Bund 
any Topicks which contain ſuch Particles as are 
directly oppoſite to thoſe of the Virulent Mat- 
ter, vix. that will break the aculeated Points of | 
the Acrid Humour, fo as to render it as Hippo.

But I ſhall proceed to ſay ſomething of this 
Diſeaſe in the Female Sex, The Diſpute about 
the Seat of it in them is not made ſo much the 
Buſineſs of Authors as that in Men, fo J ſhall not 


need to ſay ſo much about it. Their Opinions are, 


1ſt, That the Seat is in their Teſticles or Ovaria. 
2dly, That it is in the Cervix or Vagina Uteri. 
3dly, That it is in the bottom of the Uterus it 
{clf, My Opinion is, that it does ſometimes 


| happen in the Vrerus, oftner in the Cervix, but 


moſt times in the Vagina Uteri, and never in the 
Tefticles, To make it appear, that a Gonorrhaa 
in Women never happens from the Virulent 
Matter being attach'd to their Tefticles, it will 


be neceſſary to give a ſmall Deſcription of ſome 


of the Parts of Generation, that every Reader 
may be the better able to judge of what I afſert. WW 
About the ends of the Tube Fallopiane (which 1 

Mall likewiſe deſcribe) and about two Fingers 
diſtance from the Uterus, lie the Ovaria or Te- 


ticles, They are connected to the Womb by a 


ſtrong Ligament, formerly call d Vas Deferens, 
upon a ſuppoſition that it was hollow (Which it 
is not) and convey'd the Seed from the Tefticles 
to the Womb in the time of Copulation. They 


are likewiſe connected to other Parts, but. that 


not being material to our preſent Diſpute, I ſhall 
. onait 


LR. -þ 
omit what is unneceſſary to our Purpoſe, They 
are not ſo round, and but half as big as the Male 
Tieſticles, and differ much in ſubſtance from 
them; which is chiefly a Collection of little 
round Bodies, full of a limpid Subſtance like the 
White of an Egg, which when boyPd acquires 
the ſame Colour, Taſte and Conſiſtence with a 
boyl'd White of an Egg. The Tube Fall. piana, 
are Ducts which open into the bottom of the 
Womb; the Orifices of each are fo ſmall that 
they will ſcarce admit a ſmall Probe, but in 
their Progreſs grow N enough to admit 
the end of the little Finger, and grow leſs a- 
gain; at which end they are fringed round with 
innumerable little Fibres, like a ragged Fringe : 
- Theſe Tubes are about five or fix Fingers breadth 
long. In the time of Impregnation, one of theſe 
Tubes reaches to, and embraces the Ovarium, 
but at other times it falls ſhort of it. The uſe - 
of theſe Tubes or Dus is to convey a ſufficient 
Portion of the Seed, when it is thrown into the 
Urerus to the Teſticles, and to convey one or 
more of thoſe little round Bodies contain'd in 
the Teſticles, (which are call'd Ova from their 
being analogous to the Eggs of Fowls) into the 


Diterus, When any of them are fæcundated by 


the Aura or Spirit of the Seed, in order to the 
Formation of a Child. The Uterus it ſelf needs 
no Deſcription, every one being able to form an 
Idea juſt enough of that Part, Now it appears 
plainly from the Structure of theſe Parts, that 
a Gonorrhea cannot have its Seat in the Tefticles 
or Ovaria, For it is very improbable that any 
of the Virulent Matter ejected by the Man with 
his Semen, ſhould be carried ſo far, and that for 
ſeveral Reaſons, Suppoling firit, that - Man 
appens 
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happens at the time of Copulation not to be ver / 


Vigorous, or if he be, yet the Mucous Matter 
which lines the Vrethra, being colliquated and 
become thin by the Malignity of the Diſca%, is 
render'd unfit to make the Seed projectile, ſo 
that it is thrown but at a ſmall diſtance from 
the end of his Penis, in the Vagina, or perhaps 
the Cervix Urer:, But ſuppoſing the 1 
Matter be thrown with the Seed into the U erus 
it ſelf, yet then the Women may perhaps not 
act with much Pleaſure, and then neither the 
Virulent Matter or the Seed will be carried to 
the Tefticles. becauſe, if the Female hath not 
her Luſt very much rais'd, the Tube Fallopiane 
are not diſtended enough to receive it, but lie 
flaccid and looſe, and do not reach the Ovaria. 
But farther, ſhould I grant that the Virulent 
Matter may ſometimes be carried with the Se- 
men to the Teſticles of Women, yet even then 
the Conſequence cannot be a Gonorrhææ; becauſe, 


tho' the Tube Fallopianæ in the time of Copula- 
tion, and ſome time after, being erected and be- 


come turged, do embrace the Tefticles, yet they 
afterwards leave their hold and fall from them. 


ſo that if at any time the Virulent Matter 


ſhould be attach'd to the Tefticles, it might there 
create Ulcers, but the Matter of them would 
drop into the Abdomen, and the Patient would 


be mortally Pox'd, before the Diſeaſe could be 


diſcover'd; becauſe there are no Dutts to con- 
vey the Matter of the Ulcers out of the Bo- 
dy but the Tube Fallopiane, which, as I ſaid be- 
fore, are looſe and flaccid, and do not reach the

Thus then having made it appear that t 
Seat of this Diſeaſe . not to be — in 4. 
ticles of Women; I ſhall proceed now to ſhew 
where it is moſt times, and that, I ſay, is in 
the Vagina Uteri, or the Sheath of the Womb, 
as tis vulgarly call d. The ſame Arguments that 
'J have made uſe cf to prove, that the Maligpity 
and Seed of a Man, when he is infected, can 
ſcarce reach the Tefticles, hold againſt its 
being in the Fundus Vers (which “ de Blegny 
maintains is conſtantly the Seat of this Diſeaſe in 
Women.) Beſides, a Man whois infected with a 
_ Gonorrkea, tho' he often imagines that by diſ- 
> charging his Semen he ſhall take off his Uneaſi- 
nels, yet he does not act with the ſame Pleaſure 
as when he is ſound, he being more intent on diſ- 
charging himſelf of what ſeems a Burthen to 
him, than to heighten his Pleaſure by laſcivious 
Embraces; and therefore conſequently he will 
not .inject his Seed far enough to fall into the 
Vterus; for that depends intirely on the vigour 
of the Act. But, ſays de Blegney, it muſt needs 
be in the Uterus, becauſe of the quantity of Mat- 
ter which is diſcharged. But certainly he did 
not conſider that the Vagina is of a very lax 
Contexture, and that there are multitudes of 
Glands all over the Surface of it, which diſcharge 
a great quantity of Liquor like that of the Glan 
dule Mucoſæ in Men, which ſerves to lubricate 
it in the time of Copulation, and that thele 
Glands are ſufficient for ſuch a Diſcharge as is 
found in a Gonorrkea, From what hath been 
ſaid we may eaſily conclude that theſe Venereal 
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Ulcers, or a Gonorrhea, may have its Seat in 
any Part of the Vagina Urteri, or may ſometimes 
be in the Cervix Uteri, or even in the Vterus it 


ſelf, when the Seed, and the Venereal Mal- 


ter with that, is carried fo far; and that it hay- 


pens in one or other of theſe Parts, juſt as at 
accidently falls on any of em. | 
And now having ſhown the Miſtake of the An- 
cients and moſt of the Moderns, in Relation t.

JT is neceſſary that I ſhould produce the Opi-

be found among the Ancients but what leaves Us 
as much in the Dark, as before their Opinions 
in chis Matter are enquired into. You End in- 
deed at the Head of a Chapter the ſpecious Title 
of, The Cauſes of the Venereal Diſeaſe ; but before 
yuu have read m_—_ Lines you find all reſolv'd

ſatisfied with that (now) unſatisfactory Reſolu- 
tion into Ocult Qualities, they gave over all 
farther Searches into the natural Cauſes of it, 
and fought toextricate themſelves out of many 
Difficulties by ſuch an intricate Anſwer. The: 
. Caſe is very much alter'd ſince thoſe Days, and 

notuing but Demenſtration is ſufficient to con- 
firm any Hypotheſis; and to ſay that the Humour 
which is the efficient Cauſe of this Diſtemper, is 
of a malign and venomous Quality, will no more 
ſatisſie the curious World, than to ſay, it is fo, 
becauſe it is. 7 * 
I ſhall quote very few Authors, becauſe they 
ſay much the ſame Things, only in different 
Words, * Fallopius ſays, a Gonorrl.&2 is a Cor- 
ruption by ſome Venereal Matter of the Spirits, 
that govern the Faculty of the Teſticles, by which 
the ſtrength of thoſe Parts being diſſipated, they 
can no longer contain the Seed. f Rondeletius 
after he has exclaim'd againſt thoſe who lay this 
Diſeaſe is cauſed by ſomething of a Venereal and 
Poy ſonous Nature, ſays, tis a Diſeaſe of a ſin- 
gular Property and Nature, in the Pituitous or 
Serous Hymours, Parey, That it is an Occult 
and Specifick 2 „Which does not come 
within the compals of a Demonſtration, and ſent 
by God as a Scourge to the laſcivious and wan- 
dering Libertines. || Fernelius, that it is a vene- 
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nate, malign Quality, and a deſtruftive Lbes. 
Tis a malig Force, ſays * Platerus, contain'd 
in the Matter, f Dr. Lyſter imagines, that a 
ſimple Putrefaction of the Humours cannot be 
the adæquate Cauſe, but that it muſt partake of 
a peculiar Poiſon, | Verduc thinks the Malignity 
if this Diſeaſe conſiſts in a volatile Acidity, or- 
à viſcous, Acid and volatile Ferment. And 
indeed the French Writers are at this time 
generally of that Opinion. f De Blegny ſuppoſes 
it to have proceeded from the Fermentation of 
different Seeds, which by ſetting free the firſt 
Principles of the Seed, a corroſive, active and. 
penetrating Acid is produced. The ſame thing 
almoſt, ſays || Gervais Ucay, a Modern Writer 
in Holland, And indeed 1 cannot help being of 
their Opinion, becauſe the Symptoms which 
happen through the whole Courſe of the Dil- 
eaſe ſeem to argue thus much, and may be ac- 
counted for by it, inſomuch, that I know not 
38 appears any way againſt this Hypo- 
ee | ; 

I ſhall proceed now to give my own Thoughts 
of the Nature of this Virulency, and deduce iis 
Original as fairly as I can from the Seed it ſelt. 
The Seed of every ſound Perſon is of it felf a 
Liquid very ſoft and refin d, that it is a Subject 
of Wonder, that it jould be the Cauſe of fc vile 
a Diſtemper but it plainly verifies the ſaying, 
That the beſt Things corrupted become the wo; jr, 
This Humour when perfectly elaborated, is re- 
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plete with Spirits and Volatile Salts, which are- 
contain'd in an Oleaginous Vehicle. That it 
abonnds with Spirits, is manifeſt from the De- 
bilitation or Weakneſs, the Laſſitudes, the 
Head-Achs, and other Accidents which ſuper- 
vene the Loſs of too great Quantities of it. That 
Volatile Salts have a great ſhare in the Compo- 
ſition, the Titillation, while it is evacuating 
and 2 the Nervous Fibres, ſufffciently te- 
ftifiesz and theſe Salts are ſometimes ſo nume- 
rous and pungent as even to cauſe Fain, The 
Oylineſs is perceptible to the Touch. Now be- 
ſides that theſe Spirits and Salts are not in the 
ſame but different Quantities in each different 
Conſtitution ; tis certain too that they will ac- 
quire as different Forms by the. more- or leſs 
perfect Elaborations they meet with im the Circle 
of the Blood, and the Parts deſtin'd for the For- 
mation of 'em. For ſince all Conſtitutions are 
not the ſame z ſince the Parts in every Individual 
have ſomething eſſentially different in their Mo- 
difications, it malt neceſſarily follow that there 
muſt be likewiſe a great difference in the Mix- 
tures or Compounded Liquids which they ſepe- 
rate. This being premiſed, it muſt be readily 
ranted; that the mixture of the Seed of ſeveral 
Perſons in one Matrix will produce a Fermenta- 
tion, when we conſider the activeneſs of the Spi- 
rits and Volatite Salts wherewith it abounds 
and the aſſiſtance it will receive from the heat o 
the 2turix; and the mucous Juice ſeparated 
there., By Fermentation I. mean no other than 
the: Changes made in the Coheſion of the Con- 
rounding, Particles, which every Fluid will ad- 
wir off, 852 lazy as. Mc tion in its Degrees and

is ad Inſinitum. : 

The Conſequence of ſuch a Fermentation will 
be the Formation of a third Body, different in 
its Nature and Effects from thoſe out of which it 
was Compounded, as is ſeen in all the Fermen- 
tations Which Experience hath found out, and 
indeed is the Natural Reſult of a Fermentation: 
And'this third Body is ad acrid and corroſive 
Salt. Now, the Natural Salts and Spirits of 
each individual being different both in Quantity 
and Quality, they will have as various Motions, 
and will act as differently on each other; that 
is, when they are mix'd in the Matrix, the 
Salts of each Seed. will have ſuch a quantity of 
Motion impreſs'd on em as the heat of the Aa- 
trix, and the active Spirits are capable of giving, 
and the Salts of receiving, The proportion ofSpi- 
rits in the Seed of one being greater than that in 
another (which are all Hetrogenious to each o- 
ther) muſt needs act the more powerfully on it, 
by how much it exceeds in the Quantity of its 
Spirits; by which it actuates the Salts and frees 
em from their cloſe Union with the Spirits. In -| 
a word, the different Agitations of the different | 
Spirits aſſiſted by the heat of the Matrix, looſen _ *] 
the intimate Coheſion and firm Contexture of the | 
Particles of each Seed, and by exalting and uni- 

ting their Salts, they become predominant in 
the mixture, The. various Modifications of 
theſe Salts when ſingle, gives us a plain Idea of 
the variety of aculeated Angles they will 
have when the Contexture of the Oleaginous 
Vehicle is broken by the Fermentation, and 
they are each let looſe from their Confinement, 
and blended and mix'd with each other; an 
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how the whole Form of the different Seed 
(which by themſelves were Homogenious, Pure 
and Uncorrupted) will become an Acrimonious 
and Purulent Matter. This inteſtine Commo- 
tion and Exaltation of the Salts of the Seed can- 
not be better illuſtrated than by Wine turn'd 
into Vinegar, wherein we find the Salts ſo far 


exalted above the Spirit and Sulpher, that by the 


Taſte there ſhall be no Marks of em left, and ap- 
| — to be no other than a Compoſition of Acrid, 
harp-pomted and Angular Particles; whereas 
*tis certain that oy are not Evaporated, but re- 
main ſtill in che Body of the Liquid. This Comme- 
tion of the Liquid, and ſubverſion of the Spiritous 
Particles, proceeds from the Agitation cauſed ei · 
ther by the heat of the Sun or of common Fire. 
This being once ſuppoſed, there will be 
no difficulty in — for all the Symp- 
toms which attend this Diſeaſe. To begin with 
the firſt. Symptom which happens in Women, 
Here I ſuppoſe the Women to be primarily af- 
fected, and the Seat to be in the Urerus, which 
it certainly is when the Diſeaſe hath this Ori- 
ginal; bat when it is communicated by a Perſon 
who hath it already, then it is moſt frequent! 
in the Vagina. The Volatile Salts of theſe dif- 
ferent Seeds being now exalted and mixed with 
each other, io- as to form an Acrid, Angu- 
lar and Pungent one, and being looſed from all 
 KabjeRion to the Spirits, begins now to act in 
à quite different Method, and from a pany 
Subject becomes the moſt cruel Tyrant. It firſt 
mixes with the Mucous Juice which lines the 
whole Uterus, and becomes the Primum Agens, 
or fermenting Power to that, as it does to the 


other Humours of the Body, whenever its Rage

js not timely enough ſtop'd, and its progreſs-in- 
to the Bloo 2288 It mixes with it (I ſay). 

e Cohæſion and Contexture of its 
Parts, and by the ſame Rules of Fermentation 
renders if a thin Colliquated Body, and re- 
duces it to the ſame degree of Virulency with 
its ſelf, Did this Mycous Juice contain within 
its ſelf any Particles-ſufficient to obtund or break 
the Angles and ſharp Points of this virulent Salt, 
here its Power would intirely ceaſe, . and the 


Dterus would ſoon diſcharge it ſelf of it. But 


having reduced that part of the Mucous Juice to 
its own Party, it ſtill proceeds to greater De- 
ſtruction. It then inſinuates its ſelf into the 
Pores of the Skin, and by its activity ſoon cor- 
rodes and ſeparates the tender Fibres of it. 

By this time a running of a thin watery Mat- 
ter may be perceived, as in other Excoriations 
in any part of the Body : Then it gradually pe- 
netrates deeper through whatever fleſhy Fibres 
oppoſe its Paſſage, ſtill exerting its Forces till it 
has form'd an Ulcer, and then it makes a ſtand 
for ſome time; for in the formation of this Ul- 
cer there muſt neceſſarily follow a defluxion of 
Humours on it; as in all other Parts of the Body, 
ſo that the virulent Salts being almoſt ſwallow'd 
up with the addition. of. this new Humour, its 
Particles are more ſeparated and at a greater di- 


ſtance from each other, ſo that tis ſome time be- 
fore it can extricate its ſelf and exert its Power; 


neither does it do that till it hath reduced it to 
a Fermentation, and by that means ſeparated 
the Salts of the Matter ; by joining with which 
it ſtill adds new force to proceed the more. vid- 
lently in its Execution, |

There is at this time a pretty large diſcharge” 
of a purulent, yellow, and ſometimes greeniſh 
Matter; and the Diſeaſe is yet no more than a- 
ſuperficial Ulcer, though it does diſcharge great 
quantities of Matter; but the reaſon of that is 
becauſe the Uterus is ſprinkled with innumerable 
Glands, the Mouths of whoſe excretory Dutt; 
being open'd by the acrid Salts, they pour the 
Humour thus plentifully out without interrup- 
tion. So that from the Be inning of the Di- 
ſtemper to this degree of it, Topicks or Exter- 
tal Medicine take place, and do more effectual- 
ly and ſpeedily take off the Diſeaſe, than any 

ing that can poſſibly be invented to be taken 
internally, which ſhall be proved more at large 
in the Eighth Chapter. What | mean by Ex- 
ternal Medicines is (as “ Galen hath defined em) 
thoſe which are applied immediatly to- the Part 
affected, without ever entering by the Stomach 
into the Blood; though indeed, with reſpect to 
the Super ficies of the Body, or that Part which 
is obvious to the Eye, an Injection into the Ute- 
rus or Urethra, may be laid to be an Internal 
Medicine. 

The Diſeaſe being brought to this degree; 
the next thing it proceeds to is the corroding o 
the Blood Veſſels, which are in this place very 


ſſmall both in Number and Magnitude z however 


when it hath gain'd the aſcendant fo far, it muſt 


needs be that ſome Particles of the virulent acid 


Salts do inſinuate themſelves into the Mals of 
Blood by the means of thoſe Veſſels (which how- 
ever are not many) and thereby the Virulent 
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Matter is ſuffer'd to inſinuate it ſelf ſtill deeper; 
and conſequently to pour inceſſantly its :crid Salts 


into the Blood, by the Patients neglecting to ap- 


ply herſelf ſeaſonably to the ingenious Phyſician 
or Surgeon for a Cure. It remains now that 
we conſider ſomething of the Communicativeneſs 


of this Diizaſe. | 
The Primary Cauſe of this Diſeaſe is, as I ſaid 


before, a mixture of divers Seeds in the ſame 
Matrix, and a Fermentation proceeding from 


thence, I have accounted for that Fermenta- 
tion, and for the firit degree of the Diſeaſe, 


from which it is eaſie to deduce the Cauſe of its 


being communicabic.from an infected Perſon to 
a found one. However that nothing may be 


wanting to illuſtrate this Matter, 1-ſhall go on 


to tell you how it is that a Man who is ſound 
gets a Clap from a Women who is already, or 
indeed tho' ſhe is not yet infected, but hath on- 
ly the Seeds of it contain'd in her Matrix, A 
Wornen then having a Gonorrlœa Virulenta, hath 


an vainterrupted Flux of purulent Matter, with 


which the Vagina Vrert is lined, inſtzad of the 
Mucous Juice which is naturally n in 
that Part for the Lubrication of it. This Mat- 


ter is diicharged from the Ulcer or Ulcers in the 


Matrix, and is, like that which is contain'd in em, 
teplete with Acrimonious fermenting Salts; In 
the time of Copulation, Þ-{ore, or as ſoon as the 
Man hath emitted his ſtore of Seed, there is 


ſuch a Suction into the Urethra ( iuſe the Ward 


Suction, becauſe that Term is beſt underſtood, 
tho in reality it be no more than an Impulſion 
perform'd by the Weight and Elaſticity of the 


Air.) There is ſuch a Suction, I fay, as when 
the Embolus of a Syringe is drawn up; by which

of all theſe Parts is extreamly rare and lax, and 
the Pores very open, having Blood- Veſſels in 
very great Numbers immediately underneath; 
therefore couſequently will ſuffer a Correfion the 
more eaſily, and the more readily admit the Ve 

nereal Matter to enter the Blood; which as ſoon 
as it is perform'd, there remains no Obſtruction 
to its healing again perfeRly ; while the virulent 
Matter commits its Ravages in the Maſs of 
Blood, But theſe (light Breaches , are often 
neglected, and whereas their Diſeaſe began real- 
ly in an Excoriation or Ucieration of one of 
thoſe Parts, which might have been eaſily cur'd 
at firſt with a ſmall quantity of Medicines, and 
thoſe External ones only, and ſo the diſmal Con- 
ſequences of a Pox prevented, they ſuffer often- 
times theſe Ulcerations to continue, and When 
th: Venereal Matter hath inſinuated it ſelf into 
the Blood-Veſſels they heal of themſelves, and 
when the Pox ſhews its (elf in its uſual Symp- 
tems, they forget that they ever had any Ex. 

tern 
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ternal affect, by which they could ſuppoſe tlie

This quick Paſſage of the Venereal Matter 
through thoſe tender Skins into the Blood, is not 
difficult to be conceived, when we conſider how 
thin and rare they are, and that the Veins lie 
Immeaiately under them; but yet we find in 


thele Days that the virulent Matter muſt firſt 


cor rode the Skin before there is a paſithility of 


« bs the Caſe in ſeveral Perſons, particularly in

its entering the Blood; and to do that, there is 
a neceſſity that the virulent Salts be extreamly 
exalted. As for that Notion which obtain'd ſo 
much among the Ancients, that it might be got- 
ten by the Breath, by fitting on a Cloſe-ſtool af. 
ter an infected Perſon, by lying in the ſame Bed 
withone, Cc. I profeſs my ſelf in that Matter to 
be am utter Infidel, . 
But I muſt not end this Chapter before I have 
accounted for the ſeveralSymptoms which ſuper- 
vene a Gonorrhæa. I ſhall begin with the itch- 
ing on the Glans at the entrance of the Urina- 
ry Paſſage, becauſe it is the firſt ſign of an en- 
ſuing Gonorrhæa. This proceeds from the Col. 
liquation of the Mucous Juice, when its Salts 
are in ſome meaſure diſengaged, but are not ex- 
alted to a degree of Acrimony. Theſe Salts 
contain d in the colliquated Juice, prick gently 
on the the tender nervous Fridrills of the C/ erhea 
(which is thinneft near the Glaus) and give ſuch 
a quantity of Motion to the Spirits, as is ſuffi- 
cient, and no more than ſufficient to cauſe a ſenſe 
of itching in that Part. But as the Salts are 
more exalted, and the Mucous Juice more col- 
liquated, the tender Urethra is no longer de- 
fended from the Acrimonious Salts of the Urine,. 
but in their Paſſage prick its Fibres, and cauſe 
that uneaſie Senſation which is obſerv'd in ma- 
king Water when the Diſeaſe hath proceeded thus 
far. There appears then a Running of a yellow 
or greeniſh Matter, becauſe the Venereal Salts 
have corroded the Urethra and form d an Ulcer 
and the Urine is pale and whitiſh, being mix'd 
with the Matter of the Ulcer as it paſſes the V- 
rethra, The repreſentation of theſe different 
Colours proceeds from the different Digi 
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fon of the Erection is the Acrimonious pricking 
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of their Particles, by which the Rays of Ligbr 
are Reflected to the Optick Nerves, and differ 
ently Refracted. There appears at the bottom 
of the Urine when it is cold, many little Fila- | 
ments or Threads, becauſe when the heat ceaſes 
to-agitate the acrid Salts, and to keep them 
in motion, they cohere together by their 
Angles in ſuch Numbers, till they become he- ii 
vier than the Body of the Liquid, and in their © il 
Præcipitation they join with other Particles til 
they are fallen to the bottom under the form of / 
Threads, His Penis ſeems diſtended When be 
makes Water; becauſe the Acrimonious Salts 
pricking on the Nervous Fibres cauſes them to 
contract, and ſtop in ſome meaſure the motion 
of the Humours; and ſo much as the Nervous 
Fibres are contracted, fo much muſt the Vrethr.. 
be contracted too, ſo that the Urine paſſes with 
ſome difficulty, When the Acrimony of the. 
Matter is increas'd, he is ſcarce warm in his 
Bed before he hath an involantary Erection and 
Chorde?. This proceeds, according to“ Galen, 
(and moſt of the Ancients) either from the im 
moderate opennels of the Mouths of the A= 
teries, or from a Spiritous Vapour ariſing in the 
hollow Nerve, as he calls it. But the true Kea- 


of the Humours (Which is more agitated when 
the Patient is warm in Bed, than when be i 
cool), but the Chordez proceeds from a Convul 
ſion or Contraction of the Corpus, Cavernaſum 
or Nervoſum Urethra, cauſed by the ſame Acri- 
monious Salts, This Nesvous Body ariles fm 
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the Ofſa_Pubis, and ends in the Glaus, fo that 
when it contracts, and the Penis is erected, the 
Glans muſt neceſſarily be contracted too, and 
bent downwards. The Tefticles are likewiſe of- 
ten {well'd, through Miſapplications, or violent 
Exerciſes ; but I do not take this toproceed from 
the Conveyance of any of the Venereal Matter 
to them, but from the conſent of Parts, when 
the Inflammation and Pain are communicated 
from the Urethra by means of the Nerves. Thus 
we often find a ſwelling in the Groin to proceed 
from a painful and inflam'd Ulcer in the Leg; 
not that any of the Humour of the Ulcer is con- 
vey'd thither, but a Pain is communicated by 
the Nerves, and conſequently afterward a. De- 
fuxion of Humours. A Bubo likewiſe is often 
the Conſequence of this Diſeaſe. The Venereal 
Humour being carried to the Glands of the Groins 
by means of the Lymphadutts, which lying on 
the Surface of the Urethra, diſcharge their Lym- 

pha into the Glandulæ Inguinales : This Morbid 
Matter being carried by them thither, and be- 
ing too groſs to be percolated, or topaſs through 
them, muſt needs cauſe thoſe Tumours callV'd 
- Buboes, The Reaſon that they do not befall the 
greateſt part of Venereal Perſons, is the grofſ- 
neſs of the Humour, and the minuteneſs of thoſe 
Veſſels, Which will not admit it into em. But 
when they do happen, it becomes neceſſary (as 

« * Dr. Drake has very well obſerv'd) to open 
4 them before the uſual time for Suppuration in 
« other Tumours, appears neceſſary, leſt the 
% Peccant Matter be convey'd by the exporting, 
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1 
% Fymphæducts of thoſe Glands into the Maſs of 
„“ Blood; of which we meet with too many In- 
« ftances, We find likewiſe in this Diſeaſe of- 
. tentimes a Phymoſis, or ſuch a Contraction of 
the Preputium, or Fore-Skin, that it cannot be. 
brought over to cover the Glans, which how- 
ever does not fall out oftner in Venereal than in 
other Caſes. This Symptom ane chiefly to 
thoſe whoſe Præputia are very ſhort, and will 
ſcarce cover the Glaus in its natural State, when 
the Penis is unerected. It proceeds generally 
from a violent Attrition of the Glans in the time. 
of Copulation, by which it ſwells, and the Pres 
putium not being timely enough reduced, it be- 
comes, as it were, a Girdle, by which the Cir- 
culation of the Blood in the Glans is prevented. 
A Paraphymaſis is the Reverſe of the former, i. e. 
the Preputium cannot be extended fo as to un- 
cover the Glans. This uſually happens to thoſs 
Whoſe Præputia are fo very large, that even when 
the Penis is erected, ſcarce any of the Glans ap 
earss The Acrimonious Humour of a Clap, 


oes in this Caſe continue long between the Glan 


and Prepuce, where it corrodes the Skin and 
Nervous Fibres of the Prepuce , cauſing great 
Pain; on which immediately follows a lux - 
ion, i. e. the Nervous Fibres are contracted, and 
the Circulation of the Blood prevented in that 
Part; this Tumour being round the whole Cir- 
ele of the Præpuce, obſtructs the uncovering of 
the Glans. 2 
Having in this Chapter given an account of 
the Cauſe and Nature of this Diſeaſe call'd a Go- 
norrhæa or Clap, and examin'd into all its Symp- 
toms ; I ſhall in the next conſider ſomething of 
the other Degrees of the Venereal Dn 5 .

reign to my preſent Purpoſe, deſigning in this 
_ ſmall Treatiſe to enquire no farther than into 
the Nature of a Conorrhæa Virulenta; beſides.

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find *em in our Practice in theſe Days to follow' Þ} 
one another; not but that the firſt that I ſhall | 
name may and does often happen many Months 
after the Diſeaſe hath ſhewn it ſelf under other 
Appearances. Tr - 

The Ancients uſually accounted the Degrees | 
of the Venereal Diſeaſe to be four: The firſt af 
theſe they eſteem d the falling of the Hair. The 
ſecond a roughneſs of the Skin, proceeding from 
a breaking out of ſmall red Puſtules all over the 
Body. The third, when theſe Puſtules dege- 
nerated into ſcurfey Scabs, which being ſcaled 
off will be again ſpeedily renewed. The fourth 
when the Bones and other ſolid Parts are infect- 
ed; but this Rule is ſo far from being ſo juſt as 
ts be depended on, that That which they name 
as the firft Degree, is a Symptom, which, if it 
ever happens at all, is nevertheleſs not to be ac- 
counted dne firit. And 1 confeis ni my Whole 
Practice ] have never yet ſeen it to ig 5. at all, 
but in one or two Patients. I ſhall begin with 
Shankers, which are uſually the firſt Symptom 
of a Pox that we generally meet with. Theſe 
are little purulent Uleers either on the Prepuce, 
the Glans, or the Fœnum or Bridle; they are gene- 
rally very ſore and painful, often cruſted over with 
a dry Scab, and have always Callous Lips. When 
they are long neglected they eat deep, cauſe great 
Inflammat ion and Pain; ſometimes cauſe Chri- 
ſtalline Bladders on the Penis, and at length a 
Mortification of the Part: They are always 
Contumacious and very difficult of, Cure, and 
when they are cover d over with a Cicatrix, 
there often remains a hardneſs and Colloſity in 
them, which is a certain ſign that the Diſeaſe is 
not eradicated out of the Blood. Some of our 

Practitioners 
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Practitioners call every Excoriation and flight 
Ulcer procezding from a Venereal Cauſe, a 
Chancre : Bat as there is a great difference, they 
are eaſily Giſt inguiſh'd from each other, An Ex- 
cori ation (as I ſaid in the foregon Chapter) is 
ſeldom owing to an Internal Mali-aity, but ka- 
ther to a preat Attrition, or to the fixing of 
ſome virulent Matter to the Part. It is indeed 
at firft painful and inflamed, but is cored wich 
common Remedies, Theſe by neglect degere- 
rate into Ulcers, which ar: known from Chancres 
in that theſe ſcem blackiſh in the miadle, and 
the ſmall Carnous Fibres in the Ulcer ſeem rent 
and divided, but have no Calloſity attending 
em. Whereas a true Chancre proceeds fron an 
Internal Venereal Canſe, and is known by a 

Schirrut hardueſs preceding. 8 
A Bo is what likewiſe happens often at the 
ſame time with theſe Chancres; when it does, it 
15 another ſign of the Pox, I named a Bubo in 
the foregoing Chapter as a thing frequently. at- 
tending a-Clap, and accounted for it there; but 
this often happens too, when the Virulent Mat- 
ter hath infected the Maſs of Blood, which it 
hath not done in the other Caſe, This Bubo 
happens after this manner: The Venereal Mat- 
ter following the Circle of the Blood, and in its 
Courſe gaining as many Particles of it to its own 
Nature, as its fermenting Power will give it 
leave, and by joyning with them becomes more 
groſs than the Particles of the. Blood are; fo 
that wherever it-meets with Channels ſo minute 
as not to admit it, it muſt needs ſtop there, and 
by the addition of new Matter be acervated in 
the form of a Tumour. This is the Caſe in a Bubo, 
The Blood carries along with it this Venereal 
Matter,. 


[ 
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Matter, and paſſes freely through the Glands-m 
the Groins 3 but the Veſſels of which thoſe Glands 
are compoſed, are too minute to ſuffer that 
Matter to paſs with it, but it ſtops in the Ve 
ſels and is form'd into a Tumour, there ſtill rg- 
maining in the Blood much of the Malignity. 
Some time after a Gonorrkea hath been ſtop'd, 
and the Blood being infected, there ariſe Carun- 
cles or little fleſhy Excreſceicies in the Urinary 
Paſſage, Theſe happen when the Ulcers, from 
which the Matter flow'd in the preceding G- 
norrkea, are not healed up with firm Fleſh.” But 
it being looſe and ſpongy, admits too great a 
quantity of nutritious Juice, which joyning its 
Particles in the form of Fleſh to thole ipongy 
ones, it increaſes em till they enlarge and riſe 
e Superficies of the Cutis of the Ure- 
thra. „ 
About this time the Patients whole Body 
breaks out in little red Spots like the bitings of 
Fleas, but larger, which appear, moſt at Night; 
but in the Day time when expos'd to the ir, 
and it be any whit Cold, they iublide again,” ay 
almoſt diſappear. They neither itch, or are 
they painful; neither doth the Patient at tbe 
beginning of the appearance cf theſe Spots, find 
any other Inconvenience, unlels it be ſometimes 
the loſs of Appetite, and their being very ſub- 
ject to Colds and Defluxions on their Lungs, 
This is a Symptom which happens but rarely, 
and indeed I have never ſeen many i: the whole 
Courſe of my Practice. And I confeſs I did not 
readily apprehend the Cauſe of it in the firſt 
Patient that I had of this fort, till a ſhort time 
after another fell into my Hands with the ſame 
Appearances, but with the addition of a 374 
is 
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This Patient told me he had a Chancre on the 
Glan: about four Months before. The firſt Pa. 
— had no other Symptoms on her that I could 
Judge of her Diſeaſe by: But ſhe afterwards told 
me ſhe had had a Gonorrhæa, which had ftop'd 
N by ny). Manna and Creme of Tartar. 
Tho' this Symptom happens but rarely, yet 
there is another which is more requeatly ſeen, 
that is, a breaking out of ſcurfy dry Scabs all 
*over the Body, which peel off and are ſpeedily 
"renewed again. Theſe Scabs rarely degenerate 
into Ulcers, till they are -of long ſtanding, and 
then 8 do often cover very foul and ſordid 
ones. They appear in all Parts of the Body, 
Arms, Legs, Face, Gc. They neither itch or 
are ſore; but when they are ſpread thick, the | 
Patients Body is ſtiff, and his Skin cracks like | 
Wood expoſed to the piercing Beams of the Sun. 
When the Diſeaſe is arrived to this height, its 
" Likeneſs to an Eliphantiaſis or Leproſy, would 
\ ' make arr unwary Perſon conclude it to be no o- [ 
ther. The foregoing Symptom and this pro- 
ceed from not very different Cauſes. The acid 
Venereal Salts being mix*d and circulating with I 3

the Blood, cauſe frequent Fermentations there- 
in, and ſtill as they convert a Portion of it into 
their own Nature, it is thrown out at the Pores il 
by the ſtrength of the Patient's Conſtitution, and I © 
condenſed into the form of Scabs; the more t 
ſubtil and thin Parts being evaporated: They I © 
do not cauſe Ulcers, becaals ſo ſoon as they are 


© 
expoſed to the Air, it exhales the moſt liquid IP 
part of the Humour, the other being left ax'd te 
and altogether unactive. When the Diſeaſe is tt 
at a greater height, the Salts are more acrid, I th 
and rend the Fibres in their Paſſage through ce p 
| ores, 
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Pores, or elſe are fix'd within them, and left 
there to corrode and exulcerate the Part, There 
is this difference between the Caſe before men · 
tion'd and this, whereas the Virulent Salts are 
in the Jatter Caſe thrown out of the Body and 
condenſed there; in the former they are only 
thrown out to the Cutis. But either becauſe the 
Patient is not of a Conſtitution ſtrong enough, 
or becauſe the Salts of the Blood are not enough 
exalted by the Virulent Ferment, or becauſe the 
Pores are too ſtreight, the Humour is not thrown 
any fartherz but continues under the Skin 
forming red Spots there, having open'd the + 
Mouths of the minute Arteries, by which means 
the Blood paſſes out of 'em, and ſerves as a 
Frenum to the Salts from Corroding and Ulce- 
rating the Parts where they lie. : 

After this latter Symptom hath appear'd ſome- 
time, and indeed many times without this ever 
appearing at all, the Patient is vex'd with invete- 
rate Headachs, often by themſelves, but oftener 
joyned with tormenting Pains in the Limbs. 
When theſe Pains aſſault the Patient, he hath 
2 Laſſitude in his Joints, but not with Pain; 
and a Liſtleſſneſs to all Action. The Pain which 
he feels is twitching, pricking and vagrant, as 
if they were ſhot with Darts (as they generally 
expreſs themſelves.) They feel it ſometimes in. 
their Shins, and then immediately in the middle 
of their Arms, their Shoulder-Blades, Head, 
Cc. In the Day time they are freed from thoſe 
Pains, but at Night, when Nature has appoin- 
ted Mortals to reſt with Sleep, and to recover 
their Spirits loſt by the Buſineſs and Action of 
the foregoing Day , theſe unhappy Creatures 
ſpend their time in Complaints of their miſerable 
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the Nervous Fibres of it, and cauſes that irre- 
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Condition, without sleep and without Eaſe, 
wiſhing for the Light of the Day, that their 
Torments may have ſome abatement. Scarce 


are they warm in their Beds and diſpoſed for the 


Comforts of Sleep, but the Pains oblige them 


to riſe again, that they might-find eaſe by the 
coldneſs of the Air. Hard Fate! and yet ſuch is 
the deplorable State of thoſe unhappy Mortals, 
that they are obliged to ſeek one Evil to prevent 
another. But this is not the worſt that they 
ſuffer; when theſe Pains, which before were 
tranſitory and -flitting, become fix'd, 'tis-not 


the Night only in which they ſuffer, but the 
Day likewiſe becomes equally their Wrack ; and 


tis not the cool Breezes will now give them 
eaſe, neither will the piercing Winds of the No- 
thern Climes alleviate their Pain, When the 


Patient is in this Condition, what can be ima- 


gin'd but that the whole Maſs of Blood is con- 
taminated, and crouded with Venereal Salts ? 
Theſe by their repeated Fermentations become 
more and more aculeated, As they follow the 
Courſe of the Blood through the Men inges of 
the Brain, where there are Millions of minute 
Arteries Which they muſt paſs, what can be the 
Conſequence, but that the ſharp Angles of the 
Venereal Salts ſhould grate and prick the Ner- 
vous Fibres, of which thoſe Membranes are com- 
poſed, and conſequently cauſe thoſe inveterate 
Headachs which I ſpake of before? The va- 
grant Pains in the Shins, the Shoulders, Cc. 
ipring from the ſame Cauſe, The Venereal 


Salts in paſſing with the Blood threugh the mi- 


nute Veſſels of the Perioſtium, or that thin Ner- 
vous Membrane which cloaths the Bones, prick 


gula 
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gular Motion in the pris, by which is made 
1 


that ſenſation of Pain, Theſe Pains are not 

conſtant becauſe the Blood is in a rapid Motion, 
and waſhes thoſe acrid Particles off —— they 
have fix'd themſelves. But in proceſs of time 


theſe Particles ſtill increaſing, grow too nume- 


rous to continue the Circulation, and ſtop-in ti oſe 
minute Veſſels of the Periaſtium, where they 
continue exerciſing their Tyranny on that tender 
Membrane. 

Conſequent to theſe fix d Pains are the Exoſte- 


ſes or Nodes on the Bones, and a Rottenneſs 06 


them. Theſe Nodes fix themſelves in any part 
of the Bones, whether of the Legs, Arms, Ca- 
nium, &c. but for the moſt part in the middle of 
them. They are in ſubſtance not unlike tlie 
Bones themſelves, or rather the Callus which u- 
nites fractured Bones. They do not appear 411 
at once, but proceed gradually from the bignzis- 
of a Vetch, to the breadth and thickneſs of tlie 
Bone of a Scuttle-Fiſn. The Pain like wiſe in- 
creaſes with the growth of the Node, and is ſome- 
times attended with Inflammation and a foulneſs 
of the Bones, Which does not make its way out of 
the Fleſh fo ſoon as in other Caſes, but confines 
its ſelf chiefly to them, rotting' em even to the 
Marrow. This Rottenneſs ſometimes ſeizes the 
Internal Lamen of the Skull, and proceeds to the 
Death of the Patient beſore his Malady can be- 
diſcovered ; unleſs ſome ocher Symptoms inter- 
vene to give the Phyſician a Foundation on 
Which to ground his Dragnojtic. There have 
not been wanting very warm Debates concerning 
the conftituent Matter of theſe preternatural 
Excreſcencies:: Some maintaining that it is only 
a Collection of the virulent Venerèal Humour 
GO: 2 0 gap 
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which hath been excreted out of the Mouths of 
the minute Veſſels, or corroded through by its 
Acrimony; others, that it is the very Succus Nu- 
tritius of the Bones themſelves, The latter of 
theſe two Opinions ſeems moſt conſonant to 
Truth, and that even from an Argument which 
the Abettors of the other Opinion produce for 
the Confirmation of theirs, Theſe Nodes, ſay 
they, (when they firſt appear) are ſoft and of a 
perfect liquid Subſtance, and if they are open'd 
at that time, ſnew themſelves to be a Collection 
of a. Viſcid, Glutinous Matter, and will in time 
foul the Bones themſelves to which they adhere, 
which they would not do if they were of the 
fame Nature with the Bones. But whoever 
- conſiders the Structure of the Bones, and how 
the Succus Nutritius of them is diſpoſed into all 
their Cavities, will not find it contrary to Rea- 
ſon to agree with what I advance. We muſt 
firſt of all conſider the Structure of the Bones to 
be ſuch a Collection of bony Strings or Fibres, 
and ſo diſpoſed and united together as to form 
many Lamina or Plates, which lay Stratum ſuper 
Stratum, from the Internal Part to the Exter- 
nalz and that between theſe Lamina there are 
many Cavities or minate Tubes form'd, which 
apen into each other, from between one Lamen 
into thoſe between another. So that there is a 

Communication between all the Cavities that 
there are between the Internal and External Sur- 
face; and conſequently the Succus Nitritius hath 
ay eaſy paſſage from the innermoſt to the out- 
ermoſt Lamen. This Succus Nutritius is of 
an Oily and Glutinous Nature, and eaſily con- 
- denſes into Bone, whenever the Rotation of the 
Spirits ceaſe to keep its Particles from 3 
8 | cloſely 
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cloſely, which is when the Particles of that 
Juice are thrown out of the direct Line of the 
Spirits Motion, Thus then it is, the Acrimo- 
nious Virulent Matter, which (as I ſaid above) 
ſtops in the minute Veſſels of the Perioftzum, and 
corroding through to the Bones, ſoon infinuates 
its ſelf into the Pores of Exteriour Lamen of it, 
where it exerts its felf, and by breaking the 
continuity of the Fibres of that part of the Bone, 
which may be call'd the Cortex, the Succus Nu- 
tritius finds a Paſſage to flow out at. So that 
one Particle preſſiug on another (as * Dr. Ha vers 
hath obſerv'd) they are driven out of the, Bone; 
where lying out from the Line of the Spirits di- 
rect motion, their Viſcous Nature diſpoſes em 
to adhere, and they generate a Subſtance like that 
of the Part which they are fit to nouriſn. When 
theſe Foramina are made, and the Succus Nutri- 
tizs bath an eaſie Paſſage oat, it flows ſo plen- 
tifally that it overwhelms the Venereal Matter, 
and being of a Glutinons and Oily Nature, it 
invelops and ſheaths as it were the acrid Salts, 
and ſtops em in their Career of increaſing the 
Solution of- continuity of the Bone, which 1s the 
reaſon that the Bones are not always rotten when 
thisSy mptom happens, But when there is a larger 
quantity of the Venereal Matter accumulated, 
it then goes on to commit its Ravaes again on 
the Part; it colliquates the Sec Nutritius of 
the Bones, and reduces it to an acrid Subſtance 
like its ſelf, and makes it a Party is Contami- 
nating and Rotting, thoſe very Bongs Which it 
was by Nature deſign'd to nouriſh, 

There is beſides theſe Nodes which uſually at- 
tend the Pains in the Bones, another Symptom 
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which often keeps. pace with them, and belong 
peculiarly to the Muſcles: It is call'd a Gumma, 
or gummineſs of the Muſcles, becauſe it pre- 
vents them in their free Motion, and ſeems as if 
they were faſten'd together by ſome glutinous 
Matter; Theſe Gummata ſometimes contract 
the Muſcles, and impede the motion of the Part 
by that means. They affect ſometimes the Aa- 
foi deus ſo as to draw the Neck awry : Some- 
times they affect the Biceps, Brachiæus internus, 
&c. of the Arm, Sometimes the Gaftrocnemius 
internus, Plantaris, &c. of the Leg; ſo that theſe 
Members become ſtiff and immovable. Nature 
has been miraculouſly provident in all her Works, 
but it is conſpicuous in none of em more than 
in the Structure of the Human Body. So care- 
ful hath ſhe been, that there is no Function which 
is not amply provided for by her; the moſt mi- 
nute Fibre hath its place and ſhare in the well 
governing of the Animal Oeconomy, When 
ie delign'd and form'd the Muſcles, which are 
the Inſtruments of Motion, ſhe conſider'd that 
ſome of them having in almoſt every Motion a 
different Action from others in the ſame Motion, 
that therefore there would be a great Attrition, 
which might be attended with Inflammation, 
Pain, Ulceration, and in fine a Coheſion of the 
Muſcles together, which in time would prevent 
all motion of the Body. This being foreſeen, 
ſhe placed ſmall Glands in the Coats of the Mul- 
cles, Which ſeparate and diſcharge an Oily, Mu- 
cilaginous Matter, by which means they glide 
on each other with that ſoftneſs and eaſe, as 
not to make any Impreſſion on our Minds when 
it is done. In this Symptom of the Venereal 
Diſeaſe, this lubricous Humour is wanting, bo

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either there is none ſeparated, or inſtead of that

ſame putrid kind, but do not cauſe the Breath 
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an Acrimonious and harſh Liquid, which is not 
any Aſſiſtance to, but an Impediment in the Mo- 
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ſpread through the whole Maſs of Blood; when 
it enters into thoſe Glands, it either by its groſs- ._ 
neſs obſtructs them, and prevents them in the. - 
performance of their Office ; or being ſeparated 
with the Oleaginous Matter, it ferments with 
it and breaks the Coheſion of its Parts, and as in 
other Fermentations cauſed by this Virulent 
Matter, the fermented Liquor becomes acrid and. 
ſharp ; which being daily increaſed by the addi- 
tion of new Matter,raiſes the Part intoa Tumour, 
When the Venereal Salts in this congeſted Mat- 
ter becomes more exalted, they corrode the 
Coats of the Muſcles, or lying on the Tendons 
of them, it galls and pricks them tilbit cauſes a 
Convulſion and Contraction of the whole Muſcle, 
and the Part which they are deſtin'd to move,

The laſt Symptom that I ſhall account for, 
is the Ulcers of the Palate and Tonſills, and that 
of the Noſe, call'd a Venereal Ozena. This Ul- 
cer of the Noſe, is ſeated in the Glands which 
ſeparate the Mucous Excrements of that Part, 
It is putrid and fætid (from whence it hath its 
Name) and taints the Breath with the ſame un- 
grateful Odour in every Expiration. It is ſome- 
times. ſo much cruſted over with the indurated 
Sanies and Mucous of the Noſe, that Inſpiration 
is obſt ructed, and there is ſcarce any diſcharge by 
that Part, The Ulcers of the Throat are of the 


to ſmell ſo much; neither are they ever cruſt- 
ed over like the other, but are covered with a 
whitiſh

whitiſh thick Slough, There is an Ox ana that 
is not Venereal, but it is diſtinguiſh'd from that 
by the Symptoms not being ſo ſevere, and by its 
receding to gentle Remedies, which neither the 
Venereal Oz#ra, nor the Ulcers in the Palate or 
Tonſills will do, The Virulent Matter bein 
carried by the Circle of the Blood into the Glands 
of the Noſe, it there makes a ſtop, being too groſs 
to be carried through its minute Veſſels; and 
being heap'd up in due quantity, and confin'd 
within the narrow compaſs of thoſe Veſſels, the 
heat of the Part begins to put in motion the acrid 
Salts, which prick on all ſides with their ſharp 
Angles the tender Membrane which cloaths the 
Internal Part of the Noſe z breaks and rends the 
Fibres, and opens a Paſſage for a greater diſ- 
charge of Mucous Matter already colliquated 
by the Venereal Acids; which Matter cruſts o- 
ver the Ucer whenever the more liquid and 
ſubtile Particles are evaporated by the heat of 
the Part, Theſe Acid Particles when they have 
fermented with the Mucous Matter, and re- 
duced it into their own Nature, ſtill corrode 
deeper, and invade the Septum or Bone of the 
Noſe, and by inſinuating themiclves into it, 
break the Continuity of its Fibres, and cauſe it 
to fall (as they ſay) ſo much to the Shame and 
Diſhonour of the unhappy Sutfierer. The Uicers 
of the Tonſills are likewiſe cauſed by a Fermen- 
tation of the Acrid Matter with the Serous and 
Mucovs Liquid call'd Salva, which they ſepa- 
rate, Theſe Glands are of the Conglomerate 
Kind, and have an infinity of Minute Tubes, 
through which the Saliva or Spittle muſt paſs 
into the common Sinus, to ve diſcharged into the 
Mouth. In thoſe Minute Paſſages, Which have 
9 gb 5: 345.4 mA 
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many Anfra&ious Windings, it is, that the Ve- 
nereal Salts are ſtopt, by which the Glands are 
raiſed firſt into a Tumour, and afterwards by the 
* of the Venereal Salts are Ulcera - 
te - . 

Theſe, and all the Symptoms attending an 
Univerſal PO A, are common as well to Women 
as Men, and indeed there is very little to be ſaid 
of it, when it affects the former, but what may 
be equally ſaid of the other. This may how-⸗ 
ever be added, That as the Conformation of the 
Pudenda of Women is different from that of 
Men, ſo they will not be affected after the ſame 
manner in every Reſpect z For as the Uterus and 
Vagina Uteri are thicker and more exſanguious 
than the Vrethra of a Man, it muſt needs be that 
the Virulent Matter will not penetrate into the 
Blood ſo ſoon 3; but as they are likewiſe more 
moiſt, they are therefore more ſubject to de- 
fluxions and larger diſcharges of Matter. And 
from this it is, that Women are much more lia- 
ble than Men, to Verrucæ or Warts, which are 
very 3 call'd by ſome People Chancres, 
and not diſtingviſh'd from them. Theſe Warts 
are in every reſpe& like thoſe commonly found 
on the Hands and Fingers, having a broad Baſis, 
and riſing to the Magnitude of a Pea, more or 
leſs, open themſelves like the top of a blowin 
Colliflower, into many Diviſions, and are foun 
in the Vagina and external parts of the Pudenda, 
and the Prepuce and Glans of Men. They are 
moſt commonly ( tho' not always) the effects of 
a Venereal Malignity ; for after the Patient hath 
been perfectly Cnred, I mean fo, that there is 
no remains of Yirulent Matter that is Com- 
municative or Contagious, in her Body, it _ 

en 
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been obſerved that theſe Warts have ſprung up; 
proceeding no doubt from the laxneſs and depra- 
ved tone of the Part, occaſion'd by the defluxion 
of a large quantity of Matter dripping and 
moiſtning of it. They are form'd of the Nutri- 
tious Juice thrown out of the Line of the Spirits 
Direction, and indurated by the external Air. 

Theſe Symptoms of the Venereal. Diſeaſe are 
the greateſt, and what in this Age we .ind in our 
| Practiſe to be the chief Indications of this Ma- 
lady. I might enlarge very much upon each 
Symptom, and name many more which fre- 
quently attend this Diſeaſe, and account for the 

many attendants it hath when it has been re- 
tain'd in the Blood for many years; there being 
ſcarce any Diſeaſe in whoſe Form this Tragical 
Peſt does not appear, or into which it will not 
reduce the Patient, without the Aſſiſtance of the 
Ingenious in the Art of healing. Such are the 
Fiftuls Lachrymales, Opthalmia, Noiſe in the 
Ears, Ficus, Condyloma Mariſca, Phagedena, Her- 
pes, Rheumatiſms, Dropſies, and a long train of 
other Evils. But as I deſign'd at firſt to treat of 
a Gonorrhæa only, I ſhall not ſwell this into too 
large a Volume, reſerving what I have to ſay con- 
cerning this Diſeaſe when it becomes Univerſal, 
for another Flace, 

What I have already ſaid in the foregoing 
Chapter of the Cauſe of a Ganorrhæa, and in 
this, concerning the other Degrees of the V ene- 
real Diſeaſe, is ſufficient to clear up the diſpute 
concerning the difterence that there is between. 
the one and the other, That there is an Eſſen- 
tial difference in the Material Cauſe of a Gonor- 
rhæa and of a POX, I believe there is no one who 
will aſſert, but that there is a difference, no one 

| | can 
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can deny, that is, in their effects. The one being 
that from which the other ſprings, is no more 
than a local Diſeaſe, affecting only one particu- 
lar part, without having any concern or com- 
munication with the Maſs of. Blood; the other 


an Univerſal Diſtemper infeRing the whole Blood 


and Humours, and affecting each individual Part. 
They differ as a ſprouting Acorn does from a 
large Oak: It is at firſt diminutive and lightly 


fix d, and as eaſily Eradicated; but if ſuffer'd to ⁵ ³ 


continue it expands its ſelf to the moſt extreme 
parts of the Body, The Wound of a Viper, 
whoſe Poy ſon is infinitely more active and pene- 


trating than that of a Venereal Perſon, is at firit 


no more than a local Diſtemper, and may, for 
ſome time after the Wound is given, be cured 
by only External Remedies ; till it hath'enter'd 
deeper and invaded the Blood, and then it be- 
comes Univerſal. There is however a great 
difference in this Compariſon ; for whereas the 
Volatile Salt of the Venemous Liquor of the 
Viper, ſhoots out its Chriſtaline Spicula into 
the Blood, in ſome Bodies in half an Hour, in 
ſome an Hour; in ſome more, in others leſs; 


the Venereal Salts enter not into the Blood till 


they have regularly form'd an Ulcer, and eaten 
down to the Blood Veſſels; which makes as great 
a difference as there is in the Time in which the 


Viperine and Venereal Venome do kill the Per- 
ſons infected with them,

The Method: of Cure of the Moderns, ſumm'd 


up and prov'd to be both teo Irkſome and too 
Pernicious to the Patient. | 


I is neceſſary that I give an account only of 
the Modern Practice in the Cure of this Di- 
ſeaſe, I ſhall not need ſay any thing as to the Me- 
thod of the Ancients, becauſe they were gene- 
rally more tedious in the performance, by Rea- 
ſon they underſtood the nature of the Diſeaſe 
leſs than the Moderns do. Tho' indeed it muſt 
be ſaid, that even in theſe Days, the Practice by 
Internal Medicines is very tedious, and one 
wou'd think the Pains of the Cure to be ver 
diſproportionate to the Nature of the Diſ- 
eaſe. There are many who promiſe a Cure in 
as few Days as they really can (when put to the 
Tryal ) perform in as many Weeks, *T was this 
Fatigue that every Patient ſuffers, that induced 


mee tobe more inquiſitive into the Nature of the 


Diſeaſe, that I might, if poſſible, reduce the me- 
thod of Cure to a narrower compaſs; but indeed 
when I began that inquiry, I confeſs, I had not 
the 1:aſt Notionsof the poſſibility of effecting it 
by external Medicines only, becauſe I had never, 
among all the Authors I had read on that ſubject, 
ſo much as met with a Suppoſition tending that 
Way. | 

But to begin; The firſt thing inquired into is 


the Symptoms which the Patient finds himſelf 


afflicted with, that Medicines may be appropri- 
ated to them. When the Patient hath —.

Woman, and in ſome Days afterwards finds his 


of Buſmeſs, and. avoid all Exerciſes, eſp:cially 


here to thoſe who preſcribe it, ſuppoſing it be

himſelf to have Copulation with a ſaſpeRed 


Urine to grow Warm, and his Shirt ſtain'd with. * 
a thin Matter, almoſt like Gum Water, he rea- 
ſonably concludes that he hath the Seeds of the 
Diſeaſe contain'd within his Vrechra, The Phy- 

ſitian then conſiders how to prevent the enſuing 
Accidents, which he. doth by a contemperating 
and cooling Diet, vz. all Broths that are not 
high Seaſon'd, in which ſome Medicinal Herbs 
may be boyl'd; Water Grewel, in which may .ſ 
be boyl'd French Barly, Panadoes, &c. For his 
common Drink, he is either adviſed to ſmall 
White wines diluted, - or a ſmall Ale; or if 
he had rather, his Drink may be Ptiſan. He 
muſt keep his Mind eaſie and free from the Cares 


Venereal ones, Which prolong the Cure more 
than any other thing. It is a diſputed Caſs, ñ 
whether the Patient ought to be Blooded. 
Thoſe- who are for it ſay, It is neceſſary when 
there is a Plethora, for by cooling the. whole 
Body, Inflammation, Strangury, Excoriation, 

and ether attendants of a Gonorrhæa are pre vent- 
ed; but thoſe who oppoſe Bleeding, do it upon 
a ſuppoſition, that by making a Revulſion, the 
Virulent Humour may be drawn into the Blood 
and cauſe a Pox. For my own part, I muſt ad- 


done only when there is Plerhora or a fullneſs of 
Blood, without regarding that Suction which 
they pretend to proceed from Bleeding, 

The firſt Evacuation is propoſed to be by an 
Emollient Clyſter, either the: common one of 
Milk and Brown Sugar, or elſe a Decoction of * 
Chamomile . Flowers , 3 Electuary, he Wi 
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hell ef an Egg, & c. or ſomething of the like Na- 
ture. Thisis done in obedience to that Rule of 

HFlippocrates, * T# avpdlezeh, &c. Corpora quum quis 
An volet, ea fluxi da faciat oportet; that is, 
t is neceſſary to lubricate and make the Paſſages 
ſoluble, that Purgatives may have an eaſier 


3 The next day Lenitive Purgatives 
takes place, that is, thoſe gentle Ones which 
have this effect in the Diſeaſe, to cool the Body, 
and prevent defluxions on the part, and render 
the Body more fit for the ſtronger Medicines 
which muſt come after. Theſe Lenitives are to 
be repeated divers times, according as the Diſeaſe 
and the Patients Conſtitution ſeem to indicate. 


Such are Lenitive Electuary, Diacaſſia, Manna 


Decoction of Senna, Cream of Tartar, &c. Af. 
ter which, at Night, he may take a Draught of 
an Emulſion (which he may uſe throughout the 
Cure) in which he may put ſome Anodine Syrup, 
0 de of Poppies, or the like. 

ut it is found by experience that this kind of 
management is not to be perſiſted in too long, 
leaſt while the Patient is fatigu'd with thele 
Things, the virulent Ferment encreaſes upon 


Him and produces. new Accidents, And in- 


deed it rarely happens that they are not pro- 
duced. The heat of Urine encreaſes, and the 
Patient ſuffers a Chordee, It is then found neceſſa- 
ry to give ſtronger and more effectual Purga- 
tives, and Mercury becomes of Uſe, This may 
be given either by it ſelf over Night in a Bolus 
and purg'd off the next day, or may be mix'd 
conveniently with Pill, ex Duobus, Extrattum 
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Rudii, Pill. Cochia, Pulvis Cummitiſſæ, or the like. 
Theſe muſt be repeated every other, Third or 
Fourth day, according as the Patients Conſtitn- WW 

tion and Strength, and the Diſeaſe indicate, By 
theſe Medicines the Chordee is often abated, but 
the heat of Urine frequently continues ſo long as 
the Mercury is given. But if theſe Symptoms 
continue, it is neceſſary to adminiſter, on thole WM 
days in Which Purgatives are omitted, Diure- 
ticks, or thoſe things which by diluting the Ul- 
rine, render its Salts leſs acrid and predominant : WW 

by which Salts pricking on the Ulcer it is, that, 

the Urine appears Hot and Scalding. Of this 
ſort are the common Emulſions of the Four 
greater Cold Seeds, the Seeds of Poppies, 4:» i 
monds, &c, edalcorated with Syrup of Mar- 
Mallows ;, likewiſe Cream of Tartar, and Sal ru 
nella, to Which may be added a few Grains of 
Camphire to prevent involuntary and painful E- 
rections. Notwithſtanding theſe endeavours, it 
frequently happens, that before the Virulency 
of the Matter is taken off, it lodges between the 
| Prepuce and Glans, and cauſes Excoriations.- 
| Theſe may be ſoon reſtored by theApplication of 


Cooling Ointments, ſuch as Unguentum Album 
Y Camphoratum; but if they do not yield to theſe, WM 
a but 8 to Ulcerate the Part, the Virulency WW 
muſt be taken off by the Application of Pre: 1pi- 
tate, Mercurius Dulcis, Hbic or the like, 
ö  mix'd with Baſilicon, or applyed dry; by which 
alone theſe Ulcers will heal. The Conſequence

Now tis to be obſerv'd, that whenever any of 
theſe Accidents happen, which, according to 
the common Practice, admit of External Medi- 
cines; all the time that they are applied, Inter- 
nal ones muſt likewiſe be adminiſtred; and in- 
deed in all of them Emeticks, ſuch as Turbith 
Mineral, are very Efficacious if carefully and jus 
diciouſly given; but I am far from agreeing 
with thoſe, who, upon every ſlight Excoriation; 


and in any State of a Gonorrhœa, load their Pa- 1 


tients with the ſtrongeſt Emerticks, I will now 
ſuppoſe that none of theſe Symptoms had at all 
happen d to the Patient, or that by the Uſe of 
the Medicines above preſcribed they are carried 
off, and that by the Repetition of thoſe ſtron 
Catharticks and the Mercury, the Virulency o 
the Matter is taken off, and it becomes of a 
good Colour and Conſiſtence, Album & æguale, as 
Hippocrates ſays, It becoms neceſſary then to have 
recourſe todetergent and healing Medicines, and 
to diminiſh the Strength of the Purgatives; to 


this end a few Drops of Oyl of Turpentine may | 


be given. with good Succeſs, it being very Diu- 
retic and detergent. Tis convenient to give 
this before Turpentine be given in the Groſs, leſt 
that ſhould caule the part to enflame by its heat 
and tenuity, which it will do, unleſs che Viru- 
lency of the Venereal Matter be intirely taken 
off. The Oyl may be given Twice a day, ex- 
cept every Third day, and then he may take a 
Cathartic, After all _ the Uſe of Jurpen- 
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tine, either by its ſelf or mixt with Purgatives, 
takes Place. There are ſo many Compoſitions 
preſcrib'd by Authors, that you may find choiſe 
in every. one Who treats of this Diſeaſe. I ſhall 
jet down only one or two which are not inferiour 
to any, R. Sal. Prunel. Siij, Crem, Tartar, I; vi. 
Camph. Di. Tereb. Cypr. Fuſs. The Quantity of 
a Cheſsnut of this may be taken every Morning, 
to which may be added Powder of Fallap as there 
ſhall be occaſion, If inſtead of the Turpentine 
you uſe Balſamum Capivii, and add ſome Powder 
of Rhuburb you will make it more efficacious, and 
the ſmell which the Turpentine cauſes, which is 
often a means of diſcovery, is thereby prevented. 
This laſt Medicine when 'tis firſt exhibited may 
be given with the Jallap; but when the Matter 
is very ſmall in quantity, and that very Roapy, 
there will be no longer need of it. 
But the Running will not always be ſtop'd by 
thele Medicines, but neceſſity obliges to have re- 
courſe to Aſtringent ones, And here I might 
expatiate upon the Warineſs and Circumſpection 
that a Prudent Artiſt ought to have in the Ad- 
miniſtration of theſe Medicines, and account for 
the, Cauſe of a POL from the unſeaſonable uſe 
of them; but that not being to my preſent 
purpoſe, 1 ſhall not dwell upon it in this Place. 
C imagine the Reaſon of the Misfortunes Which 
often attend the uſe of theſe Medicines to pro- 
ceed not from the Difficulty of diſcerning when 
the Virulency is taken off, but from a rooted 
Opimon, That whenever it is really taken off, 
it- can no more become ſo again, and lo obſtinate- 
ly continue their Aſtringents upon a return C 
the Piſcaſe ; which that it is falſe in fact, may be 
deduc d from the Nature of the — ry 
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from the Mechanical account of its Original ; 
which I have given in the foregoing Sheets. 
But to proceed to ſpeak of Aſt ringents; Theſe 
muſt not be given till the very Declenſion of the 
Diſeaſe, when there is only a ſmall gleeting of a 
limpid and watery Matter, which glues up the 
entrance of the Urethra. They. muſt. not be 
the ſtrongeſt or biting Aſtringents, which in- 
ſtead of forming a firm Cicatrix over the Ul- 
cer, would Corrode the new made Fleſh, in- 
flame the Part, - call down a freſh flux of Hu- 
mours, and by cauſing a new Fermentation, 
would reduce the Matter to its former Viculen- 
cy; the ſame — will be the Conſequence of 
a too obſtinate perſeverence in the uſe of the 
milder. ſort; for if the Ulcer is not ſoon heal'd 
by them, it is an Indication, that it ſtill requires 
deterſive Medicines 3-for which reaſon it is always j 
convenient to mix Turpentine with them, leaſt: Wi 


the too great force of the Aſtringents ſhould iſ 
render the matter Acrimonious, or cover the 


Ulcer with a Cicatrix before it is ſufficiently | 


cleanſed ; the Conſequence of which is often an 


Hernia Humoralis, or Tumour of the Tefticles, Wl 
or a continual Gleet, The milder and beſt ſort 
of Aſtringents are, Dragons Blood, Hartſborn, iſ 
Bole Armemac, Maſtic, Crocus Martis Aftrin- Wl 
gens, made either into Electuaries or Pills, with 
urpentine, or Balſamum Capivii, There are 
ſome raſh and unwary Undertakers, who when 
they find that all. their Internal Medicines are 
ine ffectual to ſtop this Gleet, will have recourſe 
to Aſtringent Injections, made of fharp and 
pungent things; ſuch as a Decoction of thoſe 
Aſtringents abovemention d; Lapis Calaminaris, 


Lais Mediramentoſus, or even Lime Mater; by

ſo long a courſe of the ſevereſt 
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. © Whichthe Matter which was reduced to a good 
Conſiſtence, is again Fermented and render'd - 
Acrimonious, and the Gleet becomes invete- 
rate, or elſe tis impacted into the Part, and 
cauſes the Conſequences abovemention'd, 

This Method for the.Cure of this Degree of 
the Venereal Diſeaſe with all its Symptoms, . is 
what the greateſt = of the Modern Practitio- 
ners have proceeded in in their Practice for 
ſome years paſt, and may be found in all their 
Books which treat of this Subject. How irk- 
fome and uneaſy it muſt needs be, to go through 

Phyſic, is obvi- 
ous to every one who knows what it is to take 
one Doſe only, Beſides, the obſtructions in the 
Cure, which are met with, by thoſe who have 
ſuch Affairs in the World, that they muſt needs 
either Prejudice them (by the neglect of them) 
through the Confinement they muſt be under at 
the time of taking their Medieines, or elſe they 
will do a greater injury to themſelves b neg- 
lecting the means for the Recovery of their 
Health. But ſuppoſmg the Patient to be the 
moſt Regular, to confine himſelf to a due Regi- 
men When his Phyſic is Adminiſtred, and at all 

other times is obedient to the ſtricteſt Rules of 
his Phyſician, yet it is often found, that the 
greateſt Caution will not preſerve him from ma- 
ny inconveniencies which attend the taking of 
" Phyſic ; proceeding purely from the variety of 
the Seaſons. But What ſhall we ſay, when a 
| Perſon hath a Clap, and oblig'd to go through 
ſuch a Courſe of Ph fic, which by Reaſon of 


bis Conſtitution and ſome Diſorders which that 
has made him fubje& to, mult neceſſarily in- 
creaſe thoſe Diſorders, and render his Conſti- 
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tation Worſe before he can get cured of his Gs- 


norrhæa; becauſe of the contrariety of Practice 


which is neceſſary to the Cure of . Diſeaſes 
which differ ſo much in their own. Nature? 
Thus we find à Perſon who is ſubje& to the 
Stone-or Gravel, ſeldom. fails of a ſevere fit of 
it, either in the time, or after, or both, that he 
is under a Courſe for the Cure of this Diſeaſe. 
The Regular way of living which is preſcrib'd, 
is indeed of great Efficacy in fits of the Gout 
or Khumatiſm, but the Mercury Which is given 
in a Gonorrhea is no leſs prejudicial to both 
thoſe Diſeaſes. And now I have mention'd Mer. 
cury, I think it will not be improper to ſay ſome- 
thing of the Ill Conſequences of it; but I would 
not be underſtood here, to refle& on thoſe who 


uſe it with Internal Medicines, or that I think , W 


'tis an uſeleſs Thing in Medicines; No,. for I 
know very well that it is only the abuſe of it 
that can be injurious, It is of it ſelf, when 

rightly and judicioufly adminiſtred, a moſt Salue 
tary and Innocent Medicine, a Medicine that 


may be, and is given to Children, with the fame 


ſafety that it may be to one of more mature 
years. But the beſt Medicines may have the 
worſt effects from an injudicious Hand, Thus 
we find in the Diſeaſe. I am treating of; That 
Mercury given in proper Doſes, and not too fre- 
quently, with aglue mixture and adminiſtration 
of other Medicines, takes off all the Symptoms. 
of it, and a Cure is ſpeedily perform'd ; but 
this hath led the Young. and Unskilful Practio- 
ners into the greateſt Errors. They finding that 
they have never ſeen the Diſeaſe Cur'd without 
the aſſiſtance of Mercury, lay the whole ſtreſs 
of the Cure on that alone, imagining it to be an 

: ul | Antidote. 
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Antidote which purſues and ferrets the Diſeaſe 
out of the Body, and that whatever it is given 
with, ſerves only asa Vehicle to convey it to the 
Parts; fo that by frequent Repetitions of large 
Doſes, they inflame the Part, and encreaſe its Vi- 
rulency till it finds its way into the Blood and cau- 
ſes a POX, or atleaſt reduces the Patient to the 
fatal neceſſity of ſubmitting to a perpetual Run- 
ning, which will not end but with his Life. 
But notwithſtanding this Medicine be one of the 
ſt in the Appothecaries Catalogue, yet it is 
not ſuitable to all Conſtitutions; but let it be 
given with all the Circumſpection and Caution of 
an Ingenious Phyſitian, yet when it is adminiſtred 
in that quantity only which is generally found ne- 
ceſſary in the Cure of this Diſeaſe by Internals, 
it is often found to Prejudice the Patient in his 
Health after he is Cured of the Clap: For as 
there are many Perſons whoſe Blood is of a very 
looſe Texture, abounding in Serum, and mo 
but a ſmall quantity of the Globular or grumousan 
Red part of the Blood, tis impoſlible but in this 
Caſe Mercury muſt be prejudicial, if we conſider 
the effects it hath on thoſe Globules, Theſe 
contain a very ſubtile and Elaſtic Fluid, but 
being broken partly by the weight of the Aer- 
curial Particles, and . by the acute Salts 
with which it is mix d, the Fluid is freed from 
its Imprifonment, and conſequently reduces the 
Blood to a more ferous and looſe Contexture. 
Among many other Inconveniencies that at- 
tend the Method of Curing the Diſeaſe by Inter- 
nal Medicines, that of bringing the Patient into 
a Nauſea of all Medicines is not the leaſt ; and 
this hath been ſo great in ſome People, that the 


very ſight of a Box of Pills or of any 2 Me 
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dicines, hath been ſufficient to blunt their Ap- 
petites, how keenly ſoever they were before bent 
towards the moſt Pallatable Deſerts ; as like» 
wiſe their Averſion to the taking a ſingle Doſe 
will cauſe them to Vomit whenever it is offer 
to 'em. | 

But theſe are not all the inconveniencies that 
attend this Method, There are many more, 
which thoſe who have gone through the Courſe 
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uſually practiced are often too ſenſible of, The KN 
Phyſitian likewiſe ſees em, but being borndown © 
by the current of the general practice of the

uin omnibus Contrarietas Remedio eft, is an 
Aphoriſm of Hyppocrates, and holds true in Ex- 
ternal as well as Internal Diſeaſes. If there be 
Inflammation on any Part, recourſe is immedi- 
ately had to thoſe things which are cooling; in 
Cold Diſeaſes to warm Medicines, If the Hu- 
mour is Sharp and Cor roſive, it muſt be reduced 
to a due degree of ſoftneſs by mollifying Medi- 
cines before à Cure can he effected. We find in 
the Caſe before us the following obſtacle, which 
muſt be removed before we can hope to reinſtate 
the Patient, viz, a ſharp acrimonious Humour, 
Corroding the parts to which it is fix'd, and 
forming an Ulcer therein. Having ſeen this, we 
naturally conclude that the Humour muſt be 
chang'd into one of a more Mild Nature, before 
the Ulcer can be ſuppos: d to be . fill'd with Fleſh 
in order to heal; but how to bring this Change, 
Hic Labor, hoc Opus. We bave already conſi- 
der'd what Particles they are, of which the 
Venereal Malignity conſiſts, v:z, That they are 
a Collection and cloſe Cohezfion of the different 
Salts which are to be found in the Seeds of Per- 
ſons of different Conſtitutions; out of which 
Union are form'd Particles full of ſhaxp Au- 
gles, ſo that on which ſide ſoever they lie, their 
points fix into the Part. Their Vehicle is a thin

Colliquated Liquid ( render'd ſo by the Agita- 
tion of thoſe Salts ) and inſufficient to defend 
the Parts from the Acrimony of them. An Idea 
of the Conſiſtence of the Venereal Matter, ad 
the Particles of which it is form'd,will eaſily lead 
us into this Concluſion, that the Nature of this 
Malignity mult be intirely pat off, That is, 
that the Colliquated Vehicle maſt be again ren- 
, der'd Mucous, Oily, and Soft ; and the aculea- 
2 ted Angles of the Salts brought back to their 
primitive obtaſeneſs, or, that the Particles of 
7 the whole co:npotition muſt be reduc'd to a 
different kind of Cohæſion.

: Vinegar by the Union of its Salts. But it is 

n poſſible by producing a new Fermentation, ſo to 

, diſunite this Combination, that the Spirits may 
once more exert themſelves and become predo- 

minant, Thus have I ſeen the Staleſt Beer, io 
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Which the Sx'rs are very much exalted, put into 


a great Fermentation and Ebullition by throw- 


ing a ſmall Quantity cf Chalk into it, by which 


it inſtantly became as ſoft and mild as if but 
juſt brewed ;, the Angles of the Salt being bro- 
ken or ſlieath'd in the Fermentation by the Addi- 
tion of the Alkalious Chalk. So that we find the 
whole Affair of taking off. the Malignity of the 
Venereal Matter, to turn upon this point, viz, 
The altering of the Coheſion of its Parts, This 
being granted, I ſhall in the next place proceed 
ro conſider of what kind theſe things muſt 
be, which will produce this Alteration. | 
It was long after I began the ſtudy of the Na- 

ture of this Diſeaſe, e&er it enter d into my 

Thoughts, to enquire whether there was a Poſſi- 
bility of Curing, after the manner I aſſert here 
that it may, And I confeſs my ſelf very much 
indebted to a Learned Phyſitian ( fince deceaſed ) 
but who hasrais'd himſelf an everlaſting Monu- 
ment by his elaborate and uſeful Writings in 
more than one part of Knowledge, to him, I 
ſay, I amoblig'd in a particular manner for the 
Ailiſtance he gave me in this ſearch ; having (as 


he told me) been already ſomewhat inquiſitive 


in that Matter, He being not ſatisfied with the 


Empirical way of Curing the Diſeaſe, without 


knowing the Cauſe from whence the miſchief . 
Springs, and the ſteps by which ir Proceeds. 
Whoever is the Cauſe of this Diſeaſe, its 


Cure muſt be effected by Remedies conſiſt ing of 


Particles contrary to thcſe of the Virulent Mat- 


rer: What thoſe are I have already ſhewn; 


from whence 'tis no difficult matter to con- 


clude what Particles thoſe Medicines muſt conſiſt 


. ; of to effect the Care by the External * 


ö 
But as there are ſeveral Intentigns in the Cure, 
there muſt be as many Medicines Adapted to 
them. The firſt is to alter the Cohæſion of the 
Parts of the Virulent Matter; that is, from a 
Thin, Acrimonious, Colliquated Liquid, to re- 
duce it into the form of a Laudable, Roapyx 
Pus; from a Yellow or Greeniſh Colour, to a 
Whitiſh, ſomewhat reſembling the Matter ſe- 
parated by the Mucons Glands. The next is to 
deterge or cleanſe the Ulcer, which having ma- 
ny ragged Fibres occafion'd by the cutting ot the 
acrid Salts, muſt neceflarily be taken away be- 
fore it can be fill'd with Sound Fleſh, The Ge- 
neration of Fleſh which is the Third Intention, 
is intirely the work of Nature, which can on! 
be aſſiſted by removing all Impediments which 
might obſt ruct it in the Operation. The laſt thing 
to be brought about before the Patient is reinſta- 
ted, is the covering the Ulcer with a ſound and 


firm Cicatrix. 

The firſt Intention muſt be performed by ſuch 
ſubtile Ointments as will eaſily Penetrate the 
Pores of the Penis, and being carried to the- 
Venereal Ulcer, cauſe a Fermentation in the 
Virulent Matter, which being aftiſted. and for- 
warded by lujections of the like Qaality with 
the Ointment, may break the Angles of the - 
crid Salts, and reſtore the firm Contexture of 
their Vehicle. When this is once perform'd, 
what remains to be done afterwards may be et- 
fected with the grateſt eaſe, And ail theſe 
brought about with only theſ2 Two forms of 
Medicines, viz, Ointments and Icjeftion., which 
being of different Compoſitions, are 2dapter| to 
the different Degrees through which te Diſeaſe 
paſſes to the end of the Sure. |

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Thus much I have ſaid concerning the Nature 
of thoſe Medicines which are neceſſary, and 
prevalent enough to conſummate the Cure of 
this Diſeaſe ; but it may be thought by ſome, 

that what I have written concerning them, is. 
not deſign'd for the Information of others, but 
to build my ſelf a Name and Intereſt thereby, 
An theſe Allegations, the Method I have 
taken in the Publication of this Treatiſe, is a 
ſufficient Teſtimony, ſince J have choſen rather 
to give up all the Profit I might propoſe to my 
ſelf” by eternal Adveftiſements of the Name of 
its Author, than be read together with a fort of 
Empirics, who abandoning all Sence of Modeſty, 
ſet up for Phyloſophers without Reaſon, Scholars 
without Learning, Phyſicians without any 
Knowledge in Nature or Medicine: Tov obſcene: 
for a Suburb Brothel, and only proper for Moor- 
Fields, there to be bonnd down to the view 
of London Prentices, to whoſe Capacities they: 
Quadrate. Who, as Hippecrates ſays, of. the 
pretenders of his Days, * Simillimi . — Perſonis 
Autis que: in Tragædiis introducuntur. Quemad- 
modum enim Illæ Figuram quidem & Habitum, ac 
Her ſonam Hiftrionum referunt, Hiftriones tamen 
nom ſunt; fic & Medici quidem Nomine Multi, 
Fe autem & Opere valde pauci But I ſhall leave 
them to return to the foi mer Objection. I con- 
fefs. I have not ſaid: enough to inform every 
Reader what the very Medicines ate, which I 
have hitherto: uſed with ſuch Succeſs in this 
Affair; nor can I by any means think it proper to 
truſt ever Vulgar Reader with the Uſe of Medi · 
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cines, or ſuffer Him to apply to himſelf, ſince the 
thinking part of Mankind muſt know the Danger 
of Miſtakes of this kind, from the Inadvertency of 
an Injudicious Man, Who not having experience _ 
to judge of the ſeaforiableneſs of each reſcrip- | 

tion, Won'd Uſe them promiſcuouſly to his own 
Detriment; and after all the Caution given him 
concerning, the uſe of them, wou'd throw the 

Diſeaſe into the Blood, which would be much 
worſe than firſt of all to have applied to the 
Surgeon to be cured by the uſual method of In- 
ternals ; or elſe he migkr (not being able by his 
Judgment to ſtop the Running) reduce himſelf 
to a continual, tho' not malignant Gonorrhea, 
which in time will become as dangerous to his 
Health, to have ſtopt, as its continuance will be 
Naufeous and Debititating. However, tho' thoſe 

who have not made Phyſtc or Surgery their 
Buſineſs, will ſcarce be able to judge what the 
Medicines muſt be which will have theſe Effects, 
yet thoſe who have made this part of Knowledge 
their Stady, to whom I addreſs my ſelf more 
particularly in this Chapter, will not be long in 
the Dark, whenever they ſhall apply themſelves 

tio draw the Conſequence that may be deduced 
from what hath been ſaid in the foregoing Lines. 
To them it will ſoon appear that they have hi- 
ther to been very much miſled by the falſe Max- 
ims of the Ancients, _ 5 

But before I conclude this Chapter, it will 
not be amiſs to let the Reader know to what 
Degree of the Diſeaſe, this Method may with 
ſafety be follow'd. After an impure Congreſs, 
if a Perſon finds any Uneafinefs in his Urethra, 
as a warmneſs, ſuch as is found on any part of 
the Body, when bitten by ſome Bug or _— 
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little Animal z or if his Water is ſomewhat Hot, 
and upon preſſing the Penis he can force out + 
finall quantity of a Liquid like Water, he may 
very reaſonably conclude that he hath the Seeds 
of a Venereal Diſeaſe; but which, by Uſing. 
once or twice an Injection adapted to the 
| Caſe, viz, To alter the Venereal Virus, and 
to bring it away, may be reſtored initantly, pro- 
vided he applies himſelf in a Day or two after 
ſuch Coition, In the beginning of the Diſtem, 
per, at its firſt appearance, when there is no 
more then a {light excoriation, and the Running 
is no other than rhe mucous matter of the Ure- 
thra Colliquated by the Venereal Salts, which 
the Patient may poſſibly perceive in Two, Three, 
or Four Days; a very few Applications of that 
Ointment (which may be call'd Ant:;/yphiftic) 
and as many Injecrions of a proper detergent 
Collyrium will be ſufficient toobtund the Vene- 
real Salts and reinſtate the Patient. But ſuppo- 
ſing that by means of the Excoriation thereis a 
larger Diſcharge, or an 2 of a Lymphatic 
or Serous Humour mix'd with ſtreaks of White 
or Vellowiſh Matter, and the Urine is ſharp and 
pungent, there will then need but Five or Six Ap- 
lications to take away the Venereal Virus, the 
Inflammation and the ſharpneis of Urine, and to 
renew the Cuticula loſt by the Excoriation, . 1 
wou'd not be thought to be one, who does de- 
ſignedly give any Encouragement to the Vice of 
Whoring, by propoſing a Method whereby the 
ill Conſequences of it may be fo ealily redreſs d, 
or that Lpubliſh this Treatiſe with the Thoughts 
of any Benefit that may acrue to my ſelf from 
thoſe Libertines, wav, devoted to their Luſts, 
wou'd more cagerly purſue their Debauches, did 


— 


not the Apprehenſions of a long Courſe of Phy- 
fic prevent 'em, and were they appriſed of any 
poſſible means of freeing themſelves inftantly 
of the Venereal Malignity after their impure 
Congreſſes; Tis not ſo much for thoſe Perſons, 
as for ſome other Unhappy Mortals, who being 
link'd in Marriage, ſhall by one Unfortunate ac- 
cident of getting a Venereal Gonorhæa, forfeit 
all that Mutual Love and Happineſs which they | 
before enjoy'd ; tho' as humanum eſt errare, the _ | 
Crime might bo very eaſily forgiven, and attri- 
buted to an accidental fit of Drunkeneſs, or the 
e inticements of a more laſcivious De- 
auche. 

But thoſe are not the only Degrees of this Di- 
ſeaſe wherin this Method is prevalent. When 
the Symptoms are increas'd, the Urine become 
very ſharp and pricking, the Matter Yellow or 
Greeniſh, and he hath an almoſt continual Pro- 
vocation to make Water, but makes it in very {| 
ſmall Quantity and by Drops. When he hath 
involantary Erections or what they call a Chor- 
dèe, this Method alone is ſufficient tg reſtore the 
Patient in a leſs time, and with leſs Diſturbance | 
to the Patient than any other. And indeed when | 
the Patient hath neglected to apply himſelf for 
ſo long a time, that ſome portion of the Vene- | 
real Matter hath enter'd the Blood, I have | 

found that it is the ſafeſt way to go on with theſe 
External Applications, and rather to exhibit 
at proper Intervals ſome convenient Sudorific 
and. Diuretic than to ply the Patient with re- 
peated Doſes of ſtrong Cathartic Medicines ; 
which relax the Part, and cauſe great difficult 
in putting a ſtop to the Running, and beſides put ³⁶ 
the Blood into the greateſt diſorders, . _ = it 
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; Old Gleets likewiſe which have been cauſed by. 


an Injudicious Uſe of Mercury and other Purges: 


of the ſtrongeſt kind, - may be much more 
effectually cured by this Method than by any 
other. For in this Caſe how can it be ſappoſed- 
that Internal Medicines can effect the Part, when 
we conſider the Nature of the Ulcer from whence 
the Gleet proceeds? Thoſe to whom we are o- 
bliged for the. Diſcoveries they have made of this 
kind, in diſſecting the Penis of thoſe who have di- 
ed with Gleets, have ever more found theUlcer to 
have hard and Callous Lips, which cannot be re- 
mov'd without the Aſhifiance of thoſe: External 
Medicines which have a powerful detergentFacul- 
ty; and every own knows that while the Lips of 
an Ulcer continue Callous, a Ccatrix can't be 
brought over it, or a ſtop be put to the Running, 
Indeed where the Gleet proceeds from an Ero- 
ſion of any of the Caruncles or Of-ola of the 
mucous Gland, the difficulty, is greater, and 
all that can be effected in ſuch. Caſes, is to con- 
ſtringe by proper InjeRions the Excretory Ducts 
of thoſe Glands, and thereby to moderate the

'  AGentleman, and a quondam Friend of mine, 
Aged about 33 Years, of a full and ſanguine Ha- 
bit, diſcover'd tome a Running, which He had 
had about a Fortnight, He had lain with an 
unſound Woman about Five days before it ap- 
pear d. When he came to me, ths Matter was 
very large in 8 of a Yellow and Green- 
iſh Colour, and of a very thin Conſiſtence. He 
had had a Gonorrhea Virulenta Eight 1 be: 
fore, and had the greateſt Nauſea to all Phylic, 
having taken ſo much for the Cure of it. I told 
him I believ'd I cou'd Cure him without any 
Internal Medicines z but that I had not yet ever 
done it to any one, and that if he would ſubmit 
to the Experiment, | would uſe my beſt Skill. He 
5 conſented, 
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conſented, and I began with him by Hong 4 
twice a day ſuch a detergent Injection as 1 
thought proper to Cleanſe the Ulcer. He found 
leſs Pain indeed in making Water, and the Run- 
ning ſeem'd of a better Colour by two days Uſe 
of it . he had a Chord came then upon him, 


which very much diſheartned me as well as my 
Patient. To take off this, I found my ſelf oblig'd 
to Bleed him, and to give him a ſufficient-Doſe 
of Calomel; this, with the aſſiſtance of a Refrige- 
rating Ointment, allay'd the Chord. 1 3 
in the Uſe of the Injection, and found the Mat- 
ter daily to become of a better Conſiſtence, 
but leſſen'd not in Quantity. Seeing this, Igave 
him another Doſe of Calomel on the Fifth Bay | 
from the taking of the firſt; by which the Matter 
leſſen d conſiderably, I neglected not the In- 
jection, but found, that tho' it had brought the 
Matter, and kept it of a due Colour and Ropy, 
yet it wou'd not decreaſe by the Uſe of it, but 
continued inftatu quo, avoided altering of the 
Injection by adding any Aſtringent to it, leſt it 
| might impact the Matter in the Part, and cauſe 
| an Hernia Humoralis, or worſe Accidents. 
| Wherefore at the diſtance of other Five days, I 
| repeated the Calomel a Third time, and again a 
Fourth, which tho' it decreas'd the Running, 
did not however ſtop it. Whereupon finding 
the Matter of a perfectly good Conſiſtence, 1 
thought it moſt convenient and ſafe to adminiſter 
a proper Diuretic, which I repeated divers 
times, and by it confirm'd his Cure in about

What happen'd in the Proſecution of the fore. 
going Cure, ſtirr'd Me up to a greater Diligence I 
in inquiring, after ſome 1 1 eftectual Medicine 
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than what I had already made uſe of: And ha- 


ving a proper ſubject to make an Experiment on 
at that time; I diſcover'd to him my Intention 
of indeavouring to Cure him without giving him 
Phyſic; He was pleas'd with the propoſal, be- 
ing a Man whoſe Buſineſs call'd him much A- 
broad; and I prepared my ſelf againſt the next 
Day. This Man was of a Corpulent and very 
Groſs Habit of about zo years of Age. He had a 
Running of a very ſmall Quantity of Matter, 
which did not appear till a Fortnight after Copu- 
lation, and continued on him a Fortnight before 
he apply'd himſelf to Me.

me, and I thought my ſelf then very ſure of my 
Hand. I perſiſted in the Uſe of the Injection 
about Ten Days more, and then found no Run- 
ning, but a ſmall matter, which glu'd up the en- 
trance of the Urethra in the Morning. This

out that he had gotten a Recent Gonorrhæa; 
which I did at laſt, by his diſcovering to me that 
ſne had gotten ne too. I afterwards proceeded 
with him by a Detergent Injection and a pro- 
per Di uretic, by which! finiſh'd his Cure. 

This Succeſs provoked my deſire of making a 
compleat Diſcovery in an Affair of ſo great Im- 
portance : I ſoon found a Subject williag enough 
to follow my Preſcriptions to avoid taking Inter- 


nal Medicines, This Perſon was a Young Lad 


of about Eighteen years of Age, of an ill Ha- 
bit, and much addicted to Drinking: His Run- 
ning was Violent, Thin, and Acrimonious ; his 
Urine Scalding; and to this was joyn'd a Choraee, 
It had appear'd on him about Ten Days. I be- 
gan with the uſe of a Detergent Injection, to 
which I added a TinQture which I call an Anti- 
Hohillic one; by the Uſe of this for Three or 
Four Days, his Chorcte ceaſed, the Matter be- 
came of a good Colour and Conſiſtence, and the 
Heat of Urine abated 3 But he being irregular 
in his Diet, and very exorbitant in Drinking, the 
Matter became of an ill Colour again, and the 
Heat of Urine increas d. Upon which I con-

phillic, r ing peculiarly adapted to that one 
thing, which is indeed the chief in the Cure, 
viz, That of breaking the Virulent and Acrid 
Salts, and rendring the Matter ſmooth and ſoft.

jection as often, by which, in Three Days the

beg'd of me to Cure him, if poſſible, without 
any Phyſic, for he could not take it without be- 
ing diſcovered by them, which was the Thing 
in the World he moſt Dreaded. He had lain 
with a Common Woman a Fortnight before, and 
had diſcover'd a Running about Four Days. The 
Venereal Malignity had only made an Excoria- 
tion, but had not yet form'd an Ulcer; for the 
Matter was very Thin and Watery, and ſhow'd 
its ſelf to proceed from the Miliary Glands un- 
derneath the Cuticula of the Urethra. His Urine 
was hot, and he had a ſeeming ſtraitneſs of the 
Drethra when he made Water.

A Gentleman of about Three and Twenty 
years of Age of a Sanguine Conſtitution, came 
to me Three Days after he had lain with a Come 
mon Woman, with a Weeping of a Thin Wate- 
ry Matter, mix'd with ſtreaks of Yellow ; he 
had an Itching at the end of the Glans, and his 
Water was become Warmer than at other times, 
Here the Seeds of a Genorrkea Virulenta were 
manifeſtly laid, and had 1 proceeded by the 
common Method the Venereal Malignity muſt 
neceſſarily have form'd an Ulcer, before {ach 
Medicines cou'd have taken Place, and a 
long Courſe of Phyſic wou'd have been the Con- 
ſequence. Inſtead of that, I gave him an Ir* . 
jection of the Tincture mix'd with a ſmall Por- 
tion of a Detergent Medicine, by which, in 
Three Days, all the Symptoms ceaſed, and he 
found himſelf perfectly freed from the Fury

That Gentleman brought another who had

tion of it ſeems to carry along with it. Tis to 
me. a ſubje& of the greateſt Wonder that the 


World hath been ſo long in the Dark in this 
Matter: Neither can I readily conclude what 
cou'd be the Spring of this Miſtake, or how ſo 
great an Error cou'd have eſcap'd fo long the 
Inquiſitive ſearches of the Learned World: 


There are however Two things which may have : 
been the Grounds of the want of Succeſs in 


theſe Inquiries, Firſt, the Method of Cure of the 
Simple Gonorrhea, which hath been alike in all 


Ages. Secondly, what the Ancients have deli- 


ver'd concerning this Diſeaſe. I ſhall ſay a few 
words to each of theſe things, that we may ſee 
how they might poſſibly lead the World into

their natural Tone. Which indeed would be 
true, if the Virulent Gonorrhæa had the ſame 
Seat; which that it hath not I have largely 
ſnown in the foregoing Sheets. The Similitude 
of Symptoms which happen likewiſe in both 
Diſeaſes, may have aſſiſted in confirming this 

inion; viz. the Heat of Urine,. Strangury 
and Chord ; which however ha chiefly in 


that Gonorrhea which proceeds from an Uicer 


in the Urethra. How much Internal Medicines 
conduce towards the taking off theſe Accidents, 
every. one, who knows but little of Phyſic, can 
readily determine, Bur theſe Things being al- 
ready treated of, I need ſay no more, 
What hath been deliver'd' down to us by the 
Ancient Writers of this Diſeaſe,. ſeems to me to 
have been no leſs a Reaſon why the World hath 
been hitherto devoted to that way of Practice 
by Internal Medicines. In omni Morbo contagic ſo, 
oportet ut inficiatur tota Subſtantia, This was a 
Maxim which may be found in almoſt every 
Treatiſe of the Venereal Diſeaſe, . which plainly 
implies that it was their Notion, That in every 
Degree of that Diſeaſe, the Blood is either more 
or leſs infected; not only when the Symptoms 
plainly indicate the Malignity to have- found its 
Way there; ſuch as Nocturnal Pains, Nodes, 
Scabs, &c. but that when there is 7 ap- 
pearance but a Gonorrhæa, and that Recent to, 


the Blood muſt even then „e ee,

If it be ſd that they defign'd not to include # 
Gonorrhea Virulents, then that Maxim muſt 
needs fall to the Ground, if it be. allow'd that 
that Diſeaſe is Contagious, which that it is, fa- 
tal Experience demonſtrates every Day. But 
that they — the Blood to be concern d in 
every Degree of the Diſeaſe, appears to me from 
the ſubtilty which they attributed to the virulent. 
Humour, as well as the Seat which they fix d it 
to, in this firſt Degree. The Buildings which _ 
were dedicated to the uſe of Venereal Perſons, _ 
which were ſeparated far from Places of Publick 
Reſort, ſhews the Apprehenſions they were un- 
der of Infection from the ſubtil Virus or Aura 
rather, which they imagin'd to be ſent forth 
from the Bodies of diſeaſed Perſons, and to be 
born up in the Air and carried to a conſiderable - 
diſtance. Theſe fantaſtical Notions led em into 
that Error of Practice, and made em have xe. 
courſe to Means ſufficient to eradicate the moſt 
confirm'd P OA, when the Caſe was only a 
' Gonorrhea, and required not ſuch violent en- 
deavours Which were prejudicial to the Patient; 
and the Phyſitian in the mean time was brought 
into an Opinion, that the Rebelliouſneſs of the 
Diſeaſe, was the occaſion of his want of Succeſs. .
